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RULES  OF 
THE  SENATE 
OF  THE 

77th  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY 

HOUR  OF  MEETING 

1 . Unless  otherwise  ordered  by  unanimous  con- 
sent or  by  majority  vote  of  the  Senators  present,  the 
Senate  shall  regularly  convene  at  10  o’clock  in  the 
morning  of  each  day,  except  Sundays. 

ENTITLED  TO  FLOOR 

2.  No  person,  other  than  members  and  officers 
of  the  General  Assembly,  the  elected  state  officers, 
judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  Administrative  Aide 
or  the  Secretary  to  the  Governor  and  former  Presi- 
dents of  the  Senate,  former  members  of  the  Senate 
(provided  they  have  actually  served  as  members  of 
the  Senate  during  one  of  the  two  most  recent  regular 
sessions  of  the  General  Assembly)  and  employees  of 
the  Legislative  Reference  Bureau,  shall  be  admitted 
to  the  floor  of  the  Senate  during  the  period  begin- 
ning a quarter  hour  before  the  time  for  convening 
the  session  until  the  time  of  final  adjournment  for 
the  day,  except  as  otherwise  provided  herein.  Re- 
presentatives of  the  Press  while  the  Senate  is  in  ses- 
sion, may  have  access  to  the  galleries  and  places  al- 
lotted to  them  by  the  Committee  on  Senate  Opera- 
tions. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  on 
legislative  days  to  clear  the  floor  of  all  persons  not 
entitled  to  the  privileges  of  the  floor  a quarter  hour 
before  the  convening  time  and  to  enforce  all  other 
provisions  of  this  rule. 
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The  Senate  officers’  and  Members’  Gallery  shall 
be  reserved  for  the  families  and  guests  of  the  Sena- 
tors, and  admission  to  this  Gallery  shall  be  by  card 
of  the  Senate,  which  shall  be  signed  by  the  President 
of  the  Senate,  or  by  the  President  Pro  Tempore,  or 
by  the  Minority  Leader. 

It  shall  always  be  in  order  for  any  member  of  the 
Senate  to  move  the  privilege  of  admission  to  the 
floor  of  the  Senate  be  granted  for  a particular  legis- 
lative day  to  a former  member  of  the  Senate  who 
has  not  actually  served  as  such  member  during  one 
of  the  two  most  recent  regular  sessions  of  the  Gener- 
al Assembly. 


QUORUM 

3.  A majority  of  the  Senators  elected  shall  con- 
stitute a quorum,  but  a smaller  number  may  ad- 
journ from  day  to  day,  or  for  less  than  one  day,  and 
compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members. 

DAILY  ORDER 

4.  The  daily  order  of  business  shall  be  as  fol- 
lows: 

a.  Reading  of  the  Journal. 

b.  Reading  bills  of  the  Senate  a first  time. 

c.  Report  from  Committee  on  Rules. 

d.  Reports  from  other  Standing  Committees. 

e.  Reports  from  Special  Committees. 

f.  Presentation  of  Petitions,  Resolutions  and 
Motions. 

g.  Introduction  of  Bills. 

After  the  daily  order  of  business  shall  have 
passed,  the  following  general  order  of  business  shall 
be  observed. 
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h.  Messages  from  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives, not  including  reading  bills  from  the 
House  of  Representatives  a first  time. 

i.  Reading  Bills  of  the  Senate  a second  time. 

j . Reading  Bills  of  the  Senate  a third  time. 

k.  Reading  Bills  from  the  House  of  Represen- 
tatives a third  time. 

l.  Reading  Bills  from  the  House  of  Represen- 
tatives a second  time. 

m.  Reading  Bills  from  the  House  of  Represen- 
tatives a first  time. 

n.  Consideration  of  resolutions. 

Whenever  the  Senate  is  engaged  in  the  considera- 
tion of  a bill,  resolution,  amendment  or  other  item 
of  business  at  the  time  of  the  adjournment  of  the 
daily  session,  that  item  of  business  shall  have  the 
preference  in  the  daily  or  general  order  of  business 
at  the  opening  of  the  next  daily  session  if  so  request- 
ed by  the  sponsor.  After  consideration  of  that  item 
of  unfinished  business  has  been  concluded  the  Sen- 
ate shall  take  up  the  Daily  Order,  beginning  with 
the  reading  of  the  Journal. 

The  Senate  may  at  any  time  by  unanimous  con- 
sent or  on  motion  supported  by  a majority  vote  of 
the  Senators  present  proceed  out  of  order  to  any 
order  of  business  or  return  to  any  order  already  pas- 
sed. When  the  Senate  shall  have  reached  any  partic- 
ular order  of  business  any  item  thereunder  may  be 
taken  up  for  consideration  out  of  its  regular  order 
upon  motion  supported  by  a majority  vote  of  the 
Senators  present. 

The  Committee  on  Rules  may  report  a special 
order  for  the  day,  which  special  order  shall  take  the 
place  of  the  regular  order,  but  the  special  order  so 
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reported  may  be  suspended,  amended  or  modified 
on  roll  call  by  a majority  of  the  Senators  elected. 

At  any  time  during  the  Session,  the  Senate  may 
determine  by  majority  vote  of  those  present,  that, 
for  such  period  as  may  be  determined,  Bills  shall  be 
called,  on  first,  second  or  third  reading,  in  the  order 
in  which  they  appear  upon  the  printed  Daily  Calen- 
dar. Nothing  in  this  paragraph  shall  be  allowed  to 
affect  the  right  of  a sponsor  to  control  his  Bill;  and  if 
a sponsor  is  not  present,  or  not  ready  to  proceed,  the 
Bill  shall  remain  on  the  same  order. 

INTRODUCTION  OF  BILLS 

5.  A Bill  may  be  introduced  in  the  Senate  by 
sponsorship  of  one  or  more  members  of  the  Senate 
all  of  whose  names  shall  be  printed  on  the  printed 
copies  of  the  Bill  and  in  the  Journal  of  the  Senate 
and  in  the  Legislative  Digest,  provided  that  where  a 
Bill  is  sponsored  by  a joint  legislative  commission  or 
a standing  commission  or  a special  or  standing 
committee  of  the  Senate,  this  rule  provision  shall 
not  apply  but  the  name  of  such  committee  or  com- 
mission shall  be  printed  in  the  Senate  Journal  and 
in  the  Legislative  Digest. 

All  bills,  when  introduced  in  the  Senate,  shall  be 
read  at  large  a first  time,  ordered  printed,  and  auto- 
matically referred  on  the  same  day  to  the  Commit- 
tee on  Assignment  of  Bills,  unless  otherwise  ordered 
by  the  Senate  to  be  referred  to  a Standing  Commit- 
tee. No  bill  shall  be  advanced  without  reference  to  a 
Standing  Committee  without  the  approval  of  the 
Committee  on  Assignment  of  Bills.  When  a House 
Bill  is  received  it  shall  be  read  by  its  title,  ordered 
printed,  and  placed  on  the  order  of  House  Bills  on 
first  reading;  after  being  read  a first  time,  it  shall 
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automatically  be  referred  on  the  same  day  to  the 
Committee  on  Assignment  of  Bills,  unless  otherwise 
ordered  by  the  Senate.  Every  Bill  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Assignment  of  Bills  shall  be  assigned 
by  said  Committee  no  later  than  the  second  succeed- 
ing legislative  day,  and  such  assignment  shall  be 
reported  in  the  Daily  Order  under  “Reports  from 
Other  Standing  Committees.”  Said  Committee 
shall,  by  such  second  succeeding  legislative  day,  no- 
tify the  chairman  of  any  committee  to  which  a bill  is 
assigned  of  such  assignment. 

In  the  case  of  a Bill  which  amends  a statute,  the 
author  of  the  Bill  shall  indicate  the  particular 
changes  in  the  following  manner: 

a.  All  new  matter  shall  be  underscored. 

b.  All  matter  which  is  to  be  omitted  or  su- 
perseded shall  be  shown  crossed  with  a line. 

Each  Bill  introduced  shall  be  accompanied  by 
four  copies  thereof. 

In  odd-numbered  years  the  following  schedule 
and  timetable  shall  be  applicable  to  all  bills  ex- 
cept (1)  bills  relating  solely  to  revenue  or  appro- 
priation matters,  (2)  bills  relating  to  legislative 
implementation  of  the  1970  Constitution  of  Illi- 
nois, (3)  bills  relating  to  reapportionment,  (4) 
bills  exempted  from  this  schedule  and  timetable 
by  the  Committee  on  Rules: 

April  20 — Final  day  for  introduction  of  all  bills. 
May  4 — Final  day  for  Standing  Committees  of  the 
Senate  to  report  Senate  Bills,  except  Senate  Bills 
re-referred  to  another  Committee. 
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May  11 — Final  day  for  Standing  Committees  of  the 
Senate  to  report  Senate  Bills  re-referred  to  an- 
other Committee. 

May  25 — Final  day  for  third  reading  and  passage 
of  Senate  Bills. 

June  15 — Final  day  for  Standing  Committees  of  the 
Senate  to  report  House  Bills. 

June  22 — Final  day  for  third  reading  and  passage  of 
House  Bills. 

June  30 — Final  day  for  consideration  and  adoption 
of  Conference  Committee  Reports. 

In  even-numbered  years  no  bill  shall  be  intro- 
duced except  (1)  a bill  relating  solely  to  revenue  or 
appropriation  matters  and  (2)  a bill  exempted  from 
this  paragraph  by  the  Committee  on  Rules. 


APPROPRIATION  FOR 
STATE  OFFICERS 

6.  Appropriations  for  the  offices  of  Governor, 
Lieutenant  Governor,  Secretary  of  State,  Attorney 
General,  Treasurer,  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts 
and  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  shall  be 
made  by  separate  Bills  for  each  office. 

CONSENT  CALENDAR 

7.  “There  shall  be  a printed  Consent  Calendar. 
Bills  or  resolutions  appearing  upon  the  Consent 
Calendar  shall  be  taken  up  immediately  following 
the  daily  order  of  business  during  the  last  daily  ses- 
sion of  each  week.  No  debate  or  amendment,  other 
than  an  amendment  contained  in  a Committee  re- 
port, shall  be  in  order  regarding  any  bill  or  resolu- 
tion appearing  upon  the  Consent  Calendar,  provid- 
ed, however,  that  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Senate 
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shall  allow  a reasonable  time  for  questions  from  the 
floor  and  shall  permit  a reasonable  time  for  the 
answer  of  such  questions.  On  final  passage  of  any 
bill  or  resolution  appearing  upon  the  Consent  Cal- 
endar, the  roll  call  shall  be  by  yeas  and  nays  upon 
each  bill  separately,  and  shall  be  entered  upon  the 
Journal.  Immediately  prior  to  a vote  on  the  first  bill 
upon  the  Consent  Calendar,  the  presiding  officer  of 
the  Senate  shall  call  to  the  attention  of  the  members 
the  fact  that  the  next  roll  call  will  be  the  roll  call  on 
the  first  bill  upon  the  Consent  Calendar. 

Bills  or  resolutions  shall  be  placed  upon  the  Con- 
sent Calendar  by  report  of  a Legislative  Committee, 
by  unanimous  vote  of  the  members  present,  or  by 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Rules  as  provided  for  in 
this  Rule,  provided,  however,  that  no  bill  regarding 
any  revenue  or  appropriation  matter  shall  be  placed 
upon  the  Consent  Calendar.  After  receiving  a favor- 
able report  of  a Legislative  Committee,  by  unani- 
mous vote  of  the  members  present,  regarding  any 
bill  or  resolution  not  placed  upon  the  Consent  Cal- 
endar, any  member  may  move  that  such  bill  or  reso- 
lution be  considered  by  the  Committee  on  Rules  for 
placement  upon  the  Consent  Calendar.  Bills  placed 
upon  the  Consent  Calendar  shall  stand  for  not  less 
than  six  days  on  the  order  of  second  reading  at 
which  time  the  bill  shall  be  read  a second  time  and 
shall  thereafter  stand  for  not  less  than  six  days  on 
the  order  of  third  reading  before  a vote  may  be  tak- 
en. Resolutions  placed  upon  the  Consent  Calendar 
shall  stand  for  not  less  than  six  days  on  the  order  of 
consideration  of  resolutions  before  a vote  may  be 
taken. 

The  majority  leader  and  the  minority  leader 
shall  each  appoint  three  members  who  may  chal- 
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lenge  the  presence  of  any  bill  or  resolution  upon  the 
Consent  Calendar.  Prior  to  a vote  on  any  bill  or 
resolution  upon  the  Consent  Calendar,  if  four  or 
more  members  file  written  objections  to  the  pres- 
ence of  any  bill  or  resolution  upon  the  Consent  Cal- 
endar or  if  one  or  more  appointed  challengers  shall 
challenge  the  presence  of  any  bill  or  resolution  upon 
the  Consent  Calendar,  such  bill  or  resolution  shall 
be  removed  from  the  Consent  Calendar  and  shall 
not  thereafter  during  the  same  session  be  placed 
upon  the  Consent  Calendar.  Any  bill  so  removed 
from  the  Consent  Calendar  shall  stand  on  the  order 
of  second  reading  upon  the  Daily  Calendar  and  any 
resolution  so  removed  from  the  Consent  Calendar 
shall  stand  on  the  order  of  consideration  of  resolu- 
tions upon  the  Daily  Calendar. 

Nothing  in  this  Rule  shall  be  allowed  to  affect  the 
right  of  a sponsor  to  control  his  bill  or  resolution.” 

RESOLUTION 

8.  A resolution  shall  be  introduced  in  the  Sen- 
ate by  sponsorship  of  one  or  more  members  of  the 
Senate,  all  of  whose  names  shall  be  printed  in  the 
Journal  of  the  Senate  and  in  the  Legislative  Digest. 

All  resolutions  presented  to  the  Senate  shall  be 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee,  except  ad- 
journment resolutions  and,  except  further,  com- 
mendatory and  memorial  resolutions  which  shall  be 
assigned  to  the  Consent  Calendar  indicating  the 
Journal  date  on  which  the  resolution  is  printed. 

Each  resolution  introduced  shall  be  accompanied 
by  three  copies  thereof. 

All  resolutions  originating  in  the  Senate  propos- 
ing amendments  to  the  Constitution  shall  be  or- 
dered printed  and  shall  be  printed  in  the  same  man- 
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ner  in  which  bills  are  printed.  Every  such  resolution 
which  originated  in  the  House  of  Representatives 
and  is  presented  to  the  Senate  shall  be  ordered 
printed  in  like  manner  unless  such  resolution  has 
been  similarly  printed  by  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives in  the  same  form  in  which  it  is  presented  to  the 
Senate. 

All  resolutions  proposing  amendments  to  the 
United  States  Constitution  or  a constitutional  con- 
vention to  propose  amendments  to  the  United  States 
Constitution  may  be  passed  only  on  roll  call  by  a 
majority  of  Senators  elected. 

The  following  timetable  shall  be  applicable  to  all 
Joint  Resolutions  proposing  constitutional  amend- 
ments: 

April  1 — Last  day  for  introduction  of  Senate  Joint 
Resolutions  proposing  constitution  amendments. 
May  1 — Last  day  for  Executive  Committee  to  re- 
port Senate  Joint  Resolutions  proposing  consti- 
tutional amendments. 

May  15 — Final  date  for  passage  of  Senate  Joint 
Resolutions  proposing  constitutional  amend- 
ments. 

May  15 — Final  date  for  Executive  Committee  to 
report  House  Joint  Resolutions  proposing  consti- 
tutional amendments. 

May  27 — Final  date  for  passage  of  House  Joint 
Resolutions  proposing  constitutional  amend- 
ments. 

NOMINATIONS 

9.  Every  nomination  subject  to  confirmation  by 
the  Senate  (except  the  nomination  of  a person  to  the 
office  of  notary  public)  shall  be  assigned,  on  the 
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same  day  when  received,  to  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee. Each  person  named  in  a nomination  (except  for 
notary  public)  shall  be  required  to  appear  in  person 
before  a meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee,  con- 
vened for  the  purpose  of  considering  the  qualifica- 
tions of  such  person  for  the  office  for  which  he  or  she 
has  been  nominated.  The  appearance  of  such  nomi- 
nee may  be  waived  by  the  Executive  Committee  by 
the  vote  of  the  majority  of  the  members  appointed  to 
such  Committee. 

On  considering  the  report  of  the  Executive 
Committee  on  a nomination,  the  Presiding  Officer 
shall  put  the  following  question:  “Does  the  Senate 
advise  and  consent  to  the  nomination  just  made?” 
Whenever  a group  of  names  has  been  submitted 
together,  upon  the  request  of  five  (5)  or  more  mem- 
bers, the  question  shall  be  put  and  the  vote  taken 
upon  each  of  the  individuals  in  said  group,  provid- 
ed, however,  that  the  Senate  may  determine,  by  a 
majority  vote,  after  having  voted  upon  the  question 
of  one  or  more  of  such  nominees  individually,  to  act 
upon  the  question  of  the  remaining  nominees  in  that 
group  as  a unit. 

While  any  nomination  remains  with  the  Senate, 
it  shall  be  in  order  to  reconsider  any  vote  taken 
thereon,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Rule  52. 

DISCHARGE  OF  COMMITTEE 

10.  A majority  of  the  Senators  elected  may  by 
motion  recall  a Bill,  resolution  or  other  matter  from 
a committee  and  discharge  the  committee  from  fur- 
ther consideration  of  the  same. 
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PRINTING  AND  DISTRIBUTING 

11.  The  Secretary  of  the  Senate,  shall,  as  soon 
as  any  Bill  is  printed,  deliver  to  the  Sergeant-at- 
Arms  sufficient  copies  to  furnish  each  Senator,  and 
the  President  of  the  Senate,  with  a copy  thereof,  and 
the  Sergeant-at-Arms  shall  at  once  cause  said  bills 
to  be  distributed  upon  the  desks  of  the  Senators  and 
the  President  of  the  Senate.  The  Secretary  of  the 
Senate  shall  also  furnish  the  chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee to  which  said  Bill  is  referred,  a sufficient 
number  of  copies  to  furnish  each  member  thereof, 
two  copies  of  each  Bill. 

STANDING  COMMITTEES 

12.  There  shall  be  elected  from  the  membership 
of  the  Senate  a committee  to  be  called  the  Commit- 
tee on  Committees,  consisting  of  thirteen  members, 
no  more  than  eight  of  whom  shall  be  members  of  the 
same  political  party.  Thereafter,  the  Committee  on 
Committees  shall  formulate  as  many  Standing 
Committees  and  divisions  thereof  as  deemed  desira- 
ble, and  appoint  the  members  of  said  committees, 
which  committees  shall  be  known  as  Standing 
Committees.  The  committees  to  be  appointed  shall 
include  at  least  the  following: 

a.  A Committee  on  the  Assignment  of  Bills. 

b.  An  Executive  Committee. 

c.  A Committee  on  Public  Finance  with  an 
Appropriations  Division  and  a Revenue 
Division. 

d.  A Committee  on  Senate  Operations. 

In  addition,  there  is  created  a Committee  on 
Rules,  to  be  composed  of  the  President  pro  tempore, 
the  two  Assistant  Majority  Leaders,  the  Minority 
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Leader,  and  one  Assistant  Minority  Leader. 

Committees  shall  consider  the  bills  and  resolu- 
tions referred  to  them  and  shall  make  one  of  the  fol- 
lowing reports  to  the  Senate: 

a.  that  the  bill  or  resolution  “do  pass” 

b.  that  the  bill  or  resolution  “do  not  pass” 

c.  that  the  bill  or  resolution  “do  pass  as 

amended” 

d.  that  the  bill  or  resolution  “do  pass  and  be 
placed  upon  the  Consent  Calendar” 

e.  that  the  bill  or  resolution  “do  pass  as  amend- 
ed and  be  placed  upon  the  Consent  Calen- 
dar” 

f.  a substitute  bill  or  resolution 

g.  no  recommendation 

The  Chairman  or  acting  chairman  of  each 
Committee  of  the  Senate  shall  keep,  or  cause  to  be 
kept,  a record  in  which  there  shall  be  entered: 

a.  The  time  and  place  of  each  hearing,  and  of 
each  meeting  of  such  Committee  or  Divi- 
sion. 

b.  The  attendance  of  Committee  members  at 
each  meeting. 

c.  The  vote  of  each  member  on  all  motions, 
Bills,  resolutions  and  amendments  acted 
upon. 

Such  a record  shall  be  ready  and  approved  before 
the  expiration  of  ten  days  after  each  Committee  or 
Division  meeting  or  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of 
the  Committee  or  Division. 

There  shall  be  filed,  in  the  proper  envelope,  with 
every  Bill  or  resolution  reported  upon,  a sheet  con- 
taining the  foregoing  information  as  to  such  Bill  or 
resolution,  to  be  filed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate 
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numerically  by  the  number  of  the  Bill  or  resolution 
in  such  form  as  to  be  most  accessible  for  the  use  of 
the  members  and  the  public,  during  the  session,  and 
at  the  end  thereof  in  the  Office  of  the  Secretary  of 
State. 

No  hearing  by  a Standing  Committee,  except  the 
Committees  on  Rules,  Assignment  of  Bills  and 
Committee  on  Committees,  and  except  continued 
hearings,  nor  by  a Division  of  a Standing  Commit- 
tee upon  any  Bill  or  Resolution  shall  be  held  unless 
notice  thereof  is  given  in  the  following  manner: 

By  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  or  Division 
posting  notice  thereof  on  the  Senate  bulletin  board 
at  least  six  days  before  the  proposed  hearing,  such 
notice  to  contain  the  day,  hour  and  place  of  the 
hearing  and  the  number  or  numbers  of  the  Bills  or 
Resolutions  to  be  considered  at  such  hearing,  and 
placing  a copy  of  such  notice  on  the  desk  of  each 
member  of  the  Committee  or  Division. 

Meetings  of  the  Committees  on  Rules,  Assign- 
ment of  Bills,  Committee  on  Committees,  and  Sen- 
ate Operations  may  be  called  on  any  day  on  which 
the  Senate  is  in  session  by  the  Chairman  making  an 
announcement  thereof  during  the  session  or  by 
giving  notice  to  the  members  of  said  Committee  on 
the  legislative  day  preceding  the  meeting  in  substan- 
tially the  form  required  by  the  paragraph  next 
above. 

No  hearing  shall  be  held  by  the  Executive  Com-  ] 
mittee  on  any  nomination  to  public  office  or  by  the  f 
Committee  on  Public  Finance  on  any  appropriation  . 
bill,  until  at  least  six  days  after  notice  of  such  hear- 
ing shall  have  been  given  on  the  bulletin  board  and 
to  the  members  of  said  Committee  in  substantially 
the  form  required  by  the  paragraph  next  above. 
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Meetings  of  the  Committees  on  Rules,  Assignment 
of  Bills,  Committee  on  Committees,  Senate  Opera- 
tions and  Executive  (when  considering  matters  oth- 
er than  nominations  to  public  office),  may  be  called 
on  any  day  on  which  the  Senate  is  in  session  by  the 
Chairman  making  announcement  thereof  during 
the  session  or  by  giving  notice  to  the  members  of 
said  Committee  on  the  legislative  day  preceding  the 
meeting  in  substantially  the  form  required  by  the 
paragraph  next  above. 

Every  Committee  hearing  shall  be  open  to  the 
public. 


COMMITTEE  REPORTS 

13.  All  Senate  Bills  favorably  reported  from 
Committee,  or  with  respect  to  which  a committee 
has  been  discharged,  shall  stand  on  the  order  of  sec- 
ond reading  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Senate, 
and  may  be  amended  in  every  particular  on  second 
reading.  Bills  reported  from  Committee  without 
recommendation  shall  lie  on  the  table  unless  or- 
dered placed  on  the  calendar  by  the  Senate.  The 
phrase  “ordered  by  the  Senate,”  as  used  in  this  par- 
agraph, and  in  Rule  5,  means  by  a majority  of  those 
voting  on  the  question. 

Bills  reported  from  a Committee  with  the  recom- 
mendation “do  not  pass”  shall  lie  on  the  table  until 
the  next  legislative  day,  at  which  time,  unless  a 
written  motion  is  made  to  take  such  Bills  from  the 
table,  supported  by  a majority  vote  of  the  members 
elected,  such  Bills  shall  be  considered  as  finally  ta- 
bled and  stricken. 

A bill  or  resolution  referred  to  a committee  and 
not  set  for  hearing  within  sixty  days  of  assignment 
shall  be  reported  from  the  Committee  with  the  rec- 
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ommendation  “do  not  pass”,  at  which  time,  unless 
a motion  to  re-commit  is  made,  supported  by  a ma- 
jority vote  of  the  members  elected,  such  Bill  or  reso- 
lution shall  be  considered  as  finally  tabled  and 
stricken.  If  the  motion  to  re-commit  is  supported  by 
a majority  vote  of  the  members  elected,  such  Bill  or 
resolution  shall  be  set  for  hearing  at  the  next  regu- 
larly scheduled  meeting  of  the  Committee. 

CONFERENCE,  SPECIAL  COMMITTEES 

14.  All  Senate  members  of  Conference  Com- 
mittees, Special  Committees,  Senate  Commissions 
and  Joint  Commissions,  shall  be  selected  and  named 
by  the  Committee  on  Committees,  unless  otherwise 
provided  by  statute. 

When  the  Senate  is  in  recess,  Special  Temporary 
Committees  may  be  appointed  by  the  Presiding  Of- 
ficer. The  action  of  the  Presiding  Officer  and  of  said 
Committee  shall  stand  as  the  action  of  the  Senate 
unless  such  action  shall  be  amended  or  modified  on 
roll  call  by  a majority  of  the  Senators  present  at  the 
next  session  of  the  Senate. 

PRIORITY  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEE 

15.  When  motions  are  made  for  reference  of  the 
same  subject  to  a special  committee  and  to  a stand- 
ing committee,  the  question  of  reference  to  a stand- 
ing committee  shall  be  first  put. 

READING  AND  PRINTING  BILLS 

16.  Every  Bill  shall  be  read  at  large  on  three 
different  days,  and  the  Bill  and  all  amendments 
shall  be  printed  before  the  vote  is  taken  on  its  final 
passage. 
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AMENDMENTS— SECOND  READING 

17.  Amendments  to  Bills,  except  amendments 
striking  out  an  emergency  provision,  may  be  offered 
at  the  conclusion  of  the  second  reading  and  shall  be 
printed  when  adopted,  and  shall  be  filed  in  their 
proper  order,  immediately  following  the  printed 
copy  of  the  Bill,  in  the  binder  on  each  Senator’s 
desk,  one  day  before  such  amended  Bill  shall  be 
read  a third  time,  provided  that  during  the  last  five 
legislative  days  of  the  regular  Session  this  require- 
ment shall  be  considered  to  have  been  compiled 
with  if  the  amendment  or  amendments  have  been 
printed  and  filed  in  their  proper  order  at  any  time 
before  such  amended  bill  shall  be  read  a third  time. 

When  requested  by  five  (5)  or  more  members, 
amendments  shall  be  printed  and  properly  filed  in 
the  binders  before  such  amendments  may  be  voted 
upon  on  the  order  of  second  reading. 

Amendments  to  Bills  that  propose  to  amend  an 
existing  law  shall  be  in  writing  and  shall  indicate 
the  changes  in  the  existing  law  in  the  same  manner 
as  is  required  in  Rule  5 for  the  introduction  of  Bills. 


ENACTING  CLAUSE 

18.  A motion  to  strike  out  the  enacting  words  of 
a Bill  shall  have  precedence  over  a motion  to 
amend,  and,  if  carried,  shall  be  deemed  equivalent 
to  rejection  of  the  Bill. 


BLANKS 

19.  When  a blank  is  to  be  filled,  and  different 
sums  or  times  are  proposed,  the  question  shall  be 
first  put  on  the  largest  sum  and  the  longest  time. 
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ENROLLING  AND  ENGROSSING  BILLS 

20.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  of  the  En- 
rolling and  Engrossing  Unit  to  examine  all  Bills 
and  report  mistakes  therein,  if  any,  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Senate.  The  Secretary  shall  make  such  re- 
ports as  are  necessary,  to  the  Senate.  Such  reports 
may  be  made  at  any  time. 

FINAL  PASSAGE  OF  BILLS 

21.  On  the  final  passage  of  all  Bills,  the  vote 
shall  be  by  yeas  and  nays,  upon  each  bill  separately, 
and  shall  be  entered  upon  the  Journal;  and  no  Bill 
shall  become  a law  without  the  concurrence  of  a 
majority  of  all  Senators  elected. 

NO  AMENDMENTS  ON  THE 
THIRD  READING 

22.  No  amendments  shall  be  in  order  at  the 
third  reading  of  a Bill,  resolution  or  motion  requir- 
ing three  readings  except  to  strike  out  an  emergency 
clause;  but  it  shall  be  at  all  times  in  order  before  the 
final  passage  of  such  Bill,  resolution  or  motion  to 
move  its  commitment  or  re-commitment,  as  the  case 
may  be. 


EMERGENCY  BILLS 

23.  When  an  emergency  is  expressed  in  the 
preamble  or  body  of  an  Act  as  a reason  why  such 
Act  should  take  effect  prior  to  the  first  day  of  July 
next  after  its  passage,  and  when  such  act  contains  a 
clause  or  proviso  fixing  such  time  prior  to  the  first 
day  of  July,  the  question  shall  be  “Shall  the  bill 
pass?”  and  if  declared  affirmatively  by  a vote  of 
two-thirds  of  the  Senators  elected,  then  the  Bill 
shall  be  deemed  passed  but,  if  upon  such  vote,  a 
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majority  of  less  than  two-thirds  of  all  said  Senators 
vote  affirmatively  on  said  question,  then  the  vote  on 
said  Bill  shall  be  deemed  reconsidered,  and  the  Bill 
subject  to  amendment  by  striking  out  such  part 
thereof  as  expresses  an  emergency  and  the  time  of 
taking  effect,  and  then  said  Bill  shall  be  under  con- 
sideration, upon  its  third  reading,  with  the  emer- 
gency clause  and  time  of  taking  effect  striken  out. 

VOTING  WITHIN  BAR 

24.  No  Senator  shall  be  permitted  to  vote  on 
any  question  unless  within  the  bar  before  the  vote  is 
announced.  The  provisions  of  Rule  40  relating  to 
suspension  of  Rules  shall  not  apply  to  this  rule. 

ANNOUNCING  VOTE 

25.  Subject  to  Rule  28,  when  the  yeas  and  nays 
shall  be  taken  on  any  question,  no  Senator  shall  be 
permitted  to  vote,  or  to  change  his  vote,  after  a deci- 
sion is  announced  from  the  chair,  unless  by  the 
unanimous  consent  of  the  Senate. 

ABSENTEES 

26.  Upon  the  call  of  the  roll  on  any  question, 
the  names  of  the  Senators  shall  be  called  by  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Senate,  and  the  absentees  noted,  after 
which  names  of  such  absentees  shall  once  again  be 
called,  if  such  action  be  requested  by  the  sponsor. 
Those  absentees  for  whom  in  the  opinion  of  the 
majority  of  the  Senators  present,  no  excuse  or  insuf- 
ficient excuse  is  made,  may  be  taken  into  custody  as 
he  or  they  appear;  or  he  or  they  may  be  sent  for  and 
taken  into  custody  and  brought  forthwith  to  the 
Senate  Chamber  by  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  of  the 
Senate,  when  so  ordered  by  a majority  of  the  Sena- 
tors present. 
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JOURNAL 

27.  The  Senate  shall  keep  a journal  of  its  pro- 
ceedings, which  shall  be  published. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  keep  the 
Journal,  in  which  he  shall  seasonably  record  the 
motions,  resolutions,  rules  and  decisions  of  the  Sen- 
ate, and  to  do  and  perform  all  such  other  acts  apper- 
taining to  his  office  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  the 
Senate. 


ROLL  CALL  REQUESTED 

28.  Upon  the  request  of  two  members  made 
before  the  Senate  has  taken  action  on  any  other 
question,  which  requests  may  be  oral  or  in  writing, 
and  before  or  after  a viva  voce  vote  or  before  or  after 
a division,  the  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  taken  on  ques- 
tion and  entered  upon  the  Journal.  Any  member 
arising  to  a question  of  personal  privilege  for  the 
purpose  of  demanding  the  yeas  and  nays  on  any 
question  or  matter  shall  be  given  precedence  over  all 
other  matters. 

DECORUM  AND  DEBATE 

29.  When  any  Senator  is  about  to  speak  or  de- 
liver any  matter  to  the  Senate,  he  shall  rise  from  his 
seat  and  address  the  Presiding  Officer  as  “Mr. 
President.”  Upon  being  recognized  by  the  Chair, 
the  latter  will  address  him  by  name  and  thereupon, 
and  not  until  then,  the  engineer  in  charge  of  operat- 
ing the  microphones  in  the  Senate  will  give  the  use 
of  the  microphone  to  the  Senator  who  has  been  so 
recognized.  The  latter  in  speaking  shall  confine 
himself  to  the  subject  matter  under  discussion  and 
avoid  personalities. 
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No  member  shall  request  the  floor  upon  a matter 
of  personal  privilege  for  the  purpose  of  introduction 
of  guests  in  the  galleries  unless  the  presiding  officer 
shall  have  first  announced  that  the  general  order  of 
business  of  the  Senate  has  been  completed  or  sus- 
pended and  that  introduction  of  guests  is  in  order. 

30.  If  any  Senator  in  speaking  (or  otherwise) 
transgresses  the  rules  of  the  Senate,  the  President 
shall,  or  any  Senator  may,  call  him  to  order,  in 
which  case  the  Senator  so  called  to  order  shall  sit 
down,  unless  permitted  to  explain;  and  the  Senate  if 
appealed  to,  shall  decide  on  the  case  without  debate. 
If  the  decision  be  in  favor  of  the  Senator  called  to 
order,  he  shall  be  at  liberty  to  proceed.  If  otherwise, 
and  the  case  requires  it,  he  shall  be  liable  to  the  cen- 
sure of  the  Senate. 

31 . If  any  Senator  be  called  to  order  for  words 
spoken  in  debate,  the  person  calling  him  to  order 
shall  repeat  the  words  excepted  to,  and  they  shall  be 
taken  down  by  the  Secretary;  but  no  Senator  shall 
be  held  to  answer  or  be  subject  to  the  censure  of  the 
Senate  for  words  spoken  in  debate,  if  any  Senator 
has  spoken  in  debate  or  other  business  has  inter- 
vened after  the  words  spoken  and  before  exceptions 
to  them  shall  have  been  taken. 

32.  If  two  or  more  Senators  rise  at  once,  the 
President  shall  name  the  Senator  who  is  to  speak 
first. 

33.  No  person  shall  give  any  signs  of  approba- 
tion or  disapprobation  while  the  Senate  is  in  ses- 
sion. 

34.  No  Senator  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on 
the  same  question,  nor  more  than  once  until  every 
Senator  choosing  to  speak  shall  have  spoken,  nor 
longer  than  fifteen  minutes  at  any  one  time  without 
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the  consent  of  the  Senate. 

Any  Senator  may  speak  for  not  longer  than  three 
minutes  in  explanation  of  his  vote  on  any  roll  call. 

35.  While  the  Presiding  Officer  is  putting  a 
question,  no  Senator  shall  leave  or  walk  across  the 
Senate  Chamber.  When  a Senator  is  addressing  the 
Senate,  no  Senator  shall  entertain  private  discourse 
nor  pass  between  the  speaker  and  the  Presiding  Of- 
ficer. 


PROTEST 

36.  Any  two  Senators  shall  have  the  right  to 
dissent  and  protest  in  respectful  language,  against 
any  act,  or  resolution  which  they  may  think  inju- 
rious to  the  public  or  to  any  individual,  and  have 
the  reason  of  their  dissent  entered  upon  the  Journal; 
Provided,  that  when  objection  is  made  that  the  lan- 
guage of  a protest  is  not  respectful,  the  Senate  may 
refer  the  same  back  to  the  Senators  protesting. 

DISORDERLY  BEHAVIOR 

37.  The  Senate  may  punish  its  members  for 
disorderly  behavior,  and,  with  the  concurrence  of 
two-thirds  of  all  the  Senators  elected,  expel  a Sena- 
tor but  not  a second  time  for  the  same  cause;  and  the 
reason  for  such  expulsion  shall  be  entered  upon  the 
Journal  with  the  names  of  the  Senators  voting  on 
the  question. 

38.  The  Senate  during  its  session,  may  punish 
by  imprisonment  any  person,  not  a Senator,  who 
shall  be  guilty  of  disrespect  to  the  same,  by  any  dis- 
orderly or  contemptuous  behavior  in  its  presence; 
but  such  imprisonment  shall  not  at  any  time  exceed 
twenty-four  hours,  unless  the  person  shall  persist  in 
such  disorderly  or  contemptuous  behavior. 
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EXECUTIVE  SESSIONS 


39.  The  sessions  of  the  Senate  shall  be  open  to 
the  public  at  all  times  except  when,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Senate,  an  executive  session  is  in  order. 

SUSPENSION  OF  RULES 

40.  No  rule  of  the  Senate  shall  be  altered,  sus- 
pended or  rescinded,  except  by  unanimous  consent 
of  the  Senators  present,  or  upon  motion  supported 
by  affirmative  vote  om  roll  call  of  three-fifths  of  the 
Senators  elected,  but  any  alteration,  suspension,  or 
decision  having  the  approval  of  the  Committee  on 
Rules  may  be  adopted  on  roll  call  by  a majority  of 
the  Senators  present. 

MOTIONS 

41.  No  second  shall  be  required  to  any  motion 
presented  to  the  Senate. 

42.  When  a motion  is  made  it  shall  be  stated  by 
the  President,  or  being  in  writing,  shall  be  handed 
to  the  Secretary  and  read  aloud  before  debate. 

43.  Every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if 
any  Senator  desires  it,  in  which  event  the  proponent 
of  such  motion  may  forthwith  reduce  such  motion  to 
writing  and  have  action  thereon  taken  immediately. 

44.  After  a motion  is  stated  by  the  President  or 
read  by  the  Secretary,  it  shall  be  deemed  in  the  pos- 
session of  the  Senate,  but  may  be  withdrawn  at  any 
time  by  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  Senate  before 
decision. 
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PRECEDENCE  OF  MOTIONS 


45.  When  a question  is  under  debate,  no  mot- 
ion shall  be  received,  but  — 

To  adjourn, 

To  question  the  presence  of  a quorum, 

To  lay  on  the  table, 

The  previous  question, 

To  postpone  indefinitely, 

To  postpone  to  a day  certain, 

To  commit,  or  re-commit, 

To  close  debate  on  pending  questions,  or 
To  amend, 

which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the 
order  in  which  they  stand  arranged. 

During  a roll  call  no  motion,  except  a motion  to 
postpone,  shall  be  in  order  until  after  the  announce- 
ment of  the  result  of  the  vote. 

PRIORITY  OF  MOTIONS 

46.  A motion  to  commit,  or  re-commit,  until  it 
is  decided,  shall  preclude  all  amendments  and  de- 
bate on  the  main  question;  and  a motion  to  post- 
pone indefinitely  or  to  a day  certain,  until  it  is  de- 
cided, shall  preclude  all  amendments  on  the  main 
question. 


MOTION  TO  ADJOURN 

47.  A motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  or- 
der except  when  the  roll  is  being  called  and  except 
when,  a previous  motion  to  adjourn  having  been 
defeated,  no  intervening  business  has  been  transact- 
ed. 


Motions  to  adjourn  or  to  lay  on  the  table  shall  be 
decided  without  debate. 
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The  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  taken  and  entered 
upon  the  Journal  upon  every  motion  to  adjourn. 

MOTION  TO  POSTPONE 

48.  No  motion  — 

To  postpone  to  a day  certain, 

Or  indefinitely, 

Or  to  commit,  or  recommit, 
being  decided  in  the  negative,  shall  again  be  allowed 
on  the  same  day,  or  at  the  same  stage  of  the  bill  or 
proposition. 

After  a roll  call  has  been  started,  any  motion  to 
suspend  such  roll  call  shall  be  considered  as  a mot- 
ion to  postpone  further  consideration,  provided  that 
such  motion  may  be  made  only  by  the  principal 
sponsor. 

A motion  to  postpone  further  consideration  or  to 
suspend  a roll  call  on  a bill  or  proposition  may  not 
be  made  more  than  once  on  the  same  bill  or  proposi- 
tion. 


MOTION  TO  TABLE 

49.  A motion  to  lay  any  particular  proposition 
on  the  table  shall  apply  to  that  proposition  only. 

MOTION  ON 
DIFFERENT  SUBJECT 

50.  No  motion  or  proposition  on  a subject  dif- 
ferent from  that  under  consideration  shall  be  admit- 
ted under  color  of  amendment. 
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QUESTION- 
DIVISION  OF  QUESTION 

51.  If  the  question  in  debate  contains  several 
points,  any  Senator  may  have  the  same  divided;  but 
on  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert,  it  shall  not  be  in 
order  to  move  for  a division  of  the  question;  but  the 
rejection  of  a motion  to  strike  out  and  insert  one 
proposition  shall  not  prevent  a motion  to  strike  out 
and  insert  a different  proposition. 

RECONSIDERATION  OF  QUESTION 
OR  NOTICE  THEREFOR 

52.  When  a question  has  been  once  put  and 
carried  in  the  affirmative  or  negative,  it  shall  be  in 
order  for  a member  of  the  prevailing  side  to  move, 
on  the  same  or  following  legislative  day,  for  the  re- 
consideration thereof,  or  give  notice  on  the  same  or 
following  legislative  day,  that  he  will  make  such 
motion  not  later  than  the  next  legislative  day  fol- 
lowing the  day  on  which  he  gives  said  notice,  during 
which  time  he  shall  have  control  of  the  motion,  but 
no  motion  for  the  reconsideration  of  any  vote  shall 
be  in  order  after  a bill,  resolution,  message,  report, 
amendment  or  motion  upon  which  the  vote  was  tak- 
en shall  have  gone  out  of  the  possession  of  the  Sen- 
ate; nor  shall  any  motion  for  reconsideration  be  in 
order  unless  within  the  next  day  of  actual  session  of 
the  Senate;  provided,  that  should  the  Senator  giving 
notice  of  the  motion  to  reconsider  not  make  such 
motion  within  the  time  prescribed  by  the  rules,  any 
other  Senator  voting  with  the  prevailing  side  may 
make  such  motion  within  the  next  succeeding  legis- 
lative day,  but  no  notice  of  a “motion  to  reconsider” 
shall  be  received  within  five  legislative  days  of  the 
time  fixed  for  the  final  adjournment  of  the  General 
Assembly.  Such  motion  shall  take  precedence  of  all 
other  questions,  except  a motion  to  adjourn. 
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In  the  event  that  a motion  to  reconsider  has  been 
made  within  the  time  prescribed  by  the  rules,  but 
has  not  been  acted  upon  because  the  Senate  has  not 
considered  the  order  of  business  under  which  mot- 
ions may  properly  be  presented,  the  motion  shall  be 
considered  in  effect  until  the  next  legislative  day 
upon  which  that  order  of  business  is  reached.  Under 
that  order  of  business  the  motion  shall  be  called  up 
for  a vote  by  the  member  making  the  motion,  or  it 
shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  withdrawn. 

Whenever  notice  of  a motion  to  reconsider  is 
given,  or  a motion  to  reconsider  is  made,  within  the 
time  prescribed  by  the  rules,  the  Secretary  of  the 
Senate  shall  not  allow  the  Bill,  or  other  subject  mat- 
ter of  the  motion,  to  pass  out  of  the  possession  of  the 
Senate  until  after  the  motion  has  been  decided  or 
withdrawn. 

53.  Upon  a motion  to  reconsider  the  vote  on  the 
final  passage  of  any  Bill,  the  affirmative  vote  of  a 
majority  of  all  the  Senators  elected  shall  be  required 
to  reconsider  the  same. 

54.  If  a Bill  shall  fail  to  pass  on  account  of  not 
having  received  the  constitutional  majority  any 
Senator  having  voted  in  the  negative  shall  have  a 
right  to  move  a reconsideration. 


PREVIOUS  QUESTION 

55.  The  previous  question  shall  be  stated  in  this 
form:  “Shall  the  main  question  be  now  put?”  and, 
until  it  is  decided,  shall  preclude  all  amendments  or 
debate.  When  it  is  decided  that  the  main  question 
shall  not  be  put  the  main  question  shall  be  consi- 
dered as  still  remaining  under  debate. 

56.  The  effect  of  the  main  question  being  or- 
dered shall  be  to  put  an  end  to  all  debate  and  bring

the  Senate  to  a direct  vote;  first,  upon  all  amend- 
ments reported  or  pending,  in  the  order  in  which 
they  are  offered.  After  the  motion  for  the  previous 
question  has  prevailed,  it  shall  not  be  in  order  to 
move  for  a call  of  the  roll  of  the  Senate  (unless  it 
shall  appear  by  the  yeas  and  nays  as  taken  on  the 
main  question  that  no  quorum  is  present),  or  to 
move  to  adjourn,  prior  to  a decision  on  the  main 
question. 

EXECUTIVE  COMMUNICATIONS 
AND  NOMINATIONS 

57.  Messages  from  the  Governor  and  commu- 
nications from  State  officers  may  be  received  at  any 
time,  except  when  the  President  is  putting  a ques- 
tion or  the  yeas  and  nays  are  being  called.  The  con- 
sideration of  executive  business  shall  take  place 
with  closed  doors,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  a 
majority  of  Senators  present. 

SUBSTITUTE  BILL 

58.  When  a committee  reports  a substitute  for 
an  original  Bill,  with  the  recommendation  that  the 
substitute  pass,  it  shall  be  in  order  to  read  the  sub- 
stitute a first  time  at  once. 

CONFERENCE  REPORTS 

59.  No  subject  matter  shall  be  included  in  any 
conference  committee  report  on  an  appropriation 
bill  unless  such  subject  matter  directly  relates  to 
matters  of  differences  between  the  Houses  and  has 
been  specifically  referred  to  the  Conference  Com- 
mittee. No  appropriation  bill  shall  be  passed  and  no 
report  of  any  Conference  Committee  on  any  appro- 
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priation  bill  shall  be  considered  unless  the  bill  or 
report  has  been  printed  in  its  final  form  and  placed 
on  the  desks  of  the  members  at  least  three  legislative 
days  prior  to  the  final  passage  of  the  bill  or  the  con- 
sideration of  the  report.  This  requirement  may  be 
waived  only  during  the  last  five  legislative  days  of 
the  session  by  a motion  supported  by  a majority  of 
the  Senators  present. 

CONCURRENCE  IN  HOUSE 
AMENDMENTS  TO  SENATE  BILLS 

60.  Any  Senate  Bill  amended  in  the  House  and 
returned  to  the  Senate  for  concurrence  in  the  House 
amendment  shall  lie  upon  the  desk  of  the  Secretary 
one  full  legislative  day  before  being  further  consi- 
dered. This  requirement  may  be  waived  during  the 
last  five  legislative  days  of  the  session  by  a motion 
supported  by  a majority  of  the  Senators  present. 

No  Senate  Bill  which  shall  be  returned  to  the 
Senate  with  House  amendments  shall  be  called  from 
the  Secretary’s  desk  except  by  the  principal  sponsor. 

OFFICERS’  DUTIES 

61.  The  Lieutenant  Governor  shall  be  Presi- 
dent of  the  Senate  and  shall  vote  only  when  the  Sen- 
ate is  equally  divided. 

THE  PRESIDENT 

62.  The  Lieutenant  Governor,  or  in  his  abs- 
ence, the  President  pro  tempore,  or  in  the  absence  of 
both,  any  Senator  called  to  the  chair  by  the  Senate, 
shall  take  the  chair  every  day  precisely  at  the  hour 
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to  which  the  Senate  shall  have  adjourned;  shall 
immediately  call  the  Senators  to  order,  and,  on  the 
appearance  of  a quorum,  shall  cause  the  Journal  of 
the  preceding  day  to  be  read,  or  if  the  provisions  of 
Rule  4 are  applicable  and  if  request  is  made  by  the 
sponsor  of  an  item  of  business  which  was  unfinished 
at  the  conclusion  of  the  Session  of  the  preceding  leg- 
islative day,  he  shall  announce  consideration  of  that 
unfinished  business. 

63.  The  presiding  officer  shall  preserve  deco- 
rum and  order;  may  speak  to  points  of  order  in  pref- 
erence to  other  members,  arising  from  his  seat  for 
that  purpose  and  shall  decide  questions  of  order 
subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Senate  by  any  two  Sena- 
tors— on  which  appeal  no  Senator  shall  speak  more 
than  once,  unless  by  leave  of  the  Senate. 

63a.  In  any  appeal  taken  from  a ruling  of  the 
presiding  officer,  the  presiding  officer  shall  be  sus- 
tained unless  three-fifths  of  the  Senators  elected  vote 
to  overrule  him. 

64.  He  shall  rise  to  put  a question,  but  may 
state  it  sitting. 

65.  Question  shall  be  put  in  this  form,  viz.,  “As 
many  as  are  of  the  opinion  that — (as  the  case  may 
be)  say  ‘Aye’,”  and  after  the  affirmative  vote  is  ex- 
pressed, “As  many  as  are  of  the  contrary  opinion 
say  ‘No’.”  Subject  to  Rule  28,  if  the  President 
doubts  the  results  of  the  vote,  or  a division  is  called 
for,  the  Senators  shall  divide;  those  in  the  affirma- 
tive shall  first  rise  from  their  seats,  and  afterwards 
those  of  the  negative. 
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66.  The  President  shall  examine  and  report  to 
the  Senate  in  writing  any  corrections  in  the  Journal, 
before  it  is  approved,  which  he  deems  should  be 
made  thereto,  and  if  said  corrections  shall  be  ap- 
proved by  the  Senate  the  same  shall  be  made  by  the 
Secretary.  Upon  announcement  by  the  President 
that  he  has  been  unable,  for  good  cause,  to  examine 
the  Journal  prior  to  reaching  that  order  of  business, 
the  approval  of  the  Journal  may  be  deferred.  The 
President  shall  examine  the  Journal  and  report  to 
the  Senate  as  soon  as  possible  thereafter.  When  the 
President  is  absent  from  the  Senate  Chamber,  or 
leaves  the  chair,  the  President  pro  tempore  shall 
preside.  If  both  the  President  and  President  pro 
tempore  are  absent,  the  Secretary  shall  call  the  Sen- 
ate to  order,  and  the  Senate  shall  select  its  Presiding 
Officer  from  among  its  members.  If  the  President 
desires  to  leave  the  chair  for  a brief  period,  and  the 
President  pro  tempore  is  not  present  in  the  Senate 
Chamber,  the  President  may  designate  a Senator  to 
act  as  Presiding  Officer;  and  the  President  pro  tem- 
pore, or  such  substitute,  as  the  case  may  be,  when 
presiding  shall  be  vested  with  all  the  powers  of  the 
President  during  the  time  he  shall  act  as  such  but 
shall  not  lose  the  right  of  voting  on  any  question 
while  so  presiding. 

67.  In  case  of  any  disturbance  or  disorderly 
conduct  in  the  lobby  or  gallery,  the  President  shall 
have  the  power  to  order  the  same  to  be  cleared. 

68.  The  Committee  on  Senate  Operations  shall 
assign  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate,  the  President 
pro  tempore,  the  Minority  Leader,  the  Sergeant-at- 
Arms  and  his  assistants,  and  to  the  Postmistress, 
pages,  stenographers  and  janitors,  their  respective

office  quarters  and  to  the  Standing  Committees  and 
Special  Committees  their  respective  rooms,  and 
shall  have  the  duty  of  employing  and  discharging  all 
employees  of  the  Senate  (except  such  as  are  elected 
by  the  Senate)  and  of  defining  their  duties.  Any  mis- 
conduct or  neglect  of  duty  on  the  part  of  any  ap- 
pointed employee  of  the  Senate  shall  be  reported  by 
the  Sergeant-at-Arms  or  by  any  Senator  to  the 
Committee  on  Senate  Operations,  which  shall  have 
full  power  to  take  appropriate  action.  Any  action 
taken  by  the  said  Committee  in  hiring,  discharging 
or  disciplining  a Senate  employee  may  be  reversed 
or  amended  by  an  appropriate  motion,  supported 
by  a majority  of  the  members  elected  to  the  Senate. 


SECRETARY  OF  SENATE 

69.  The  Secretary  of  the  Senate  shall  be  the 
custodian  of  all  Bills  introduced  in  the  Senate,  or 
reported  from  the  House,  which  shall  be  kept  in  his 
office,  and  shall  be  withdrawn  from  his  office  only 
when  required  for  printing  or  by  the  respective 
standing  or  special  committees  of  the  Senate,  and 
upon  the  order  of  the  chairman  or  acting  chairman 
of  such  committee,  and  the  clerk  of  such  committee 
or  person  delivering  such  order  at  the  Secretary’s 
office  shall  subscribe  his  name  upon  the  bill  record 
before  removing  any  such  Bill  from  the  Secretary’s 
office.  No  Bills  shall  be  withdrawn  from  the  Secre- 
tary’s office  in  any  other  manner. 

No  copies  of  original  Bills  shall  be  made  by  any 
person,  except  an  employee  of  the  Legislative  Refer- 
ence Bureau  engaged  in  preparing  material  for  the 
Legislative  Digest,  while  in  the  hands  of  the  printer 
or  committee. 
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The  foregoing  provisions  shall  not  apply  to 
printed  copies  of  Bills. 

70.  All  assistant  secretaries  and  other  employ- 
ees of  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate’s  office  shall  report 
to  him  and  be  under  his  supervision  and  control. 

SERGEANT-AT-ARMS 

71.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Sergeant-at-Arms 
to  attend  the  Senate  during  its  sittings,  to  execute 
the  commands  of  the  Senate  from  time  to  time,  to- 
gether with  all  such  process  issued  by  authority 
thereof  as  shall  be  directed  to  him  by  the  President 
or  President  pro  tempore,  and  all  process  issued  by 
order  of  the  Senate,  or  any  Committee  thereof,  shall 
be  signed  by  the  President  or  President  pro  tem- 
pore. 


ENROLLING  CLERK 

72.  The  Enrolling  and  Engrossing  Clerk  and 
his  assistants  shall  be  under  the  control  and  supervi- 
sion of  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate. 

EMPLOYEES 

73.  All  appointed  officers  and  employees  of  the 
Senate  shall  report  daily  to  the  Sergeant-at-Arms, 
who  shall  report  to  the  Committee  on  Senate  Oper- 
ations any  and  all  of  said  employees  who  fail  prop- 
erly and  regularly  to  perform  their  duties.  The 
Committee  on  Senate  Operations  shall  then  proceed 
as  empowered  by  Rule  68. 

The  Committee  on  Senate  Operations  shall 
provide  an  employee  with  appropriate  qualifica- 
tions to  act  as  Committee  Clerk  for  each  of  the 
Standing  Committees  of  the  Senate  and  also  for 
each  Special  Committee  created  by  the  Senate. 
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ROBERT’S  RULES 


74.  The  rules  of  parliamentary  practice  com- 
prised in  Robert’s  Rules  of  Order  shall  govern  the 
Senate  in  all  cases  to  which  they  are  applicable, 
providing  they  are  not  inconsistent  with  the  stand- 
ing rules  and  orders  of  the  Senate. 

LENGTH  OF  ADJOURNMENT 

75.  The  Senate  shall  not  adjourn,  without  the 
consent  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  for  more 
than  two  days,  nor  to  any  other  place  than  that  in 
which  the  two  Houses  shall  be  sitting.

JOINT  RULES 

1 . When  a message  shall  be  sent  from  the  Sen- 
ate to  the  House  of  Representatives,  or  from  the 
House  of  Representatives  to  the  Senate,  it  shall  be 
respectfully  communicated  to  the  Clerk  or  Secretary 
by  the  person  by  whom  it  may  be  sent,  and  said 
Clerk  or  Secretary  shall  receipt  for  said  message. 

2.  Messages  shall  be  sent  by  such  persons  as  a 
sense  of  propriety  in  each  House  may  determine  to 
be  proper. 

3.  In  every  case  of  disagreement  between  the 
two  Houses,  if  either  House  requests  a conference, 
and  appoints  a committee  for  that  purpose,  the  oth- 
er House  shall  appoint  a committee  to  confer  there- 
with upon  the  subject  of  their  disagreement.  On 
each  and  every  conference  committee  on  any  bill  or 
resolution  there  shall  be  appointed  members  of  the 
majority  and  minority  party  in  each  House.  In 
every  instance  the  number  of  majority  party  mem- 
bers from  each  House  shall  be  one  more  than  the 
number  of  minority  members  from  each  House.  In 
every  instance  the  number  of  members  from  each 
House  shall  be  an  odd  number.  But  no  subject  mat- 
ter shall  be  included  in  any  conference  committee 
report  on  an  appropriation  bill  unless  such  subject 
matter  directly  relates  to  matters  of  differences  be- 
tween the  Houses  and  has  been  specifically  referred 
to  the  Conference  Committee.  Said  committee  shall 
meet  at  a convenient  time  to  be  agreed  upon  by  their 
chairman,  and,  having  conferred  freely,  each  shall 
report  to  its  respective  House  the  result  of  their  con- 
ference. In  case  of  an  agreement  the  report  shall  be 
first  made,  with  the  papers  referred  accompanying 
it,  to  the  disagreeing  House,  and  there  acted  upon. 
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And  no  appropriation  bill  shall  be  passed  and  no 
report  of  any  Conference  Committee  on  an  appro- 
priation bill  shall  be  considered  unless  the  bill  or 
report  has  been  printed  in  its  final  form  and  placed 
on  the  desks  of  the  members  at  least  three  legislative 
days  prior  to  the  final  passage  of  the  bill  or  the  con- 
sideration of  the  report  except  within  ten  days  prior 
to  June  30th  during  any  regular  session.  And  such 
action  shall  be  immediately  reported  by  the  Clerk  or 
Secretary  to  the  other  House,  the  papers  referred 
accompanying  the  message.  In  case  of  disagreement, 
the  papers  shall  remain  with  the  House  which  re- 
ferred them.  The  agreeing  report  of  a conference 
committee  shall  be  made,  read  and  signed  in  dupli- 
cate by  a majority  of  the  members  of  the  committee, 
one  of  the  duplicates  being  retained  by  each  House. 
Should  either  House  disagree  to  the  report  of  the 
committee,  such  House  shall  appoint  a second 
committee  and  request  a second  conference,  which 
shall  be  acceded  to  by  the  other  House  before  adher- 
ing. The  motion  for  a committee  of  conference  and 
the  report  of  such  committee,  shall  be  in  order  at 
any  time.  When  both  Houses  shall  have  adhered  to 
their  disagreement,  a bill  or  resolution  is  lost. 

4.  Any  bill  which  when  introduced  consists  of 
over  fifty  typewritten  pages  shall,  before  it  is  enti- 
tled to  consideration  by  either  House  or  any  com- 
mittee thereof,  be  accompanied  by  a printed  index 
showing  the  contents  of  such  bill. 

No  resolution  providing  for  a Constitutional 
amendment  shall  be  introduced  in  the  House  or 
Senate  after  April  1st  in  any  regular  session. 

5.  While  bills  are  on  their  passage  between  the 
two  Houses  they  shall  be  accompanied  by  a message 
signed  by  the  Clerk  or  Secretary,  as  the  case  may  be. 
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When  a bill  or  a resolution  for  a Constitutional 
amendment  is  passed  or  adopted  by  the  House  of 
origin  after  having  been  amended,  the  Clerk  of  the 
Committee  on  Enrolling,  Transcribing  and  Typing 
Bills  of  that  House  shall  prepare  printer’s  copy  of 
the  bill  or  resolution,  with  the  amendments  incor- 
porated, for  the  use  of  the  second  House. 

6.  After  a bill  has  passed  both  Houses,  it  shall 
be  enrolled  and  prepared  in  its  final  form  by  the 
Clerk  of  the  Committee  on  Enrolling,  Transcribing, 
and  Typing  of  Bills  of  the  House  in  which  the  bill 
originated  before  it  is  presented  to  the  Governor.  In 
the  case  of  bills  amending  existing  statutes,  the 
changes  made  in  existing  law  shall  be  indicated  in 
the  same  manner  as  is  provided  in  rule  18  for  prepa- 
ration of  bills. 

7.  After  examination,  each  bill  shall  be  signed 
in  the  respective  Houses  by  the  Speaker  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  and  by  the  President  of 
the  Senate;  and  certified  by  the  Clerk  or  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  House  in  which  it  originated. 

8.  After  a bill  shall  have  been  signed  by  the 
President  of  the  Senate  and  the  Speaker  of  the 
House  of  Representatives,  it  shall  be  presented  by 
said  Clerk  of  said  Committee  of  either  House  to  the 
Governor  for  his  approval. 

9.  All  resolutions  and  memorials  shall  be 
signed  by  the  presiding  officer  of  each  respective 
House,  and  attested  to  by  the  Clerk  or  Secretary 
thereof,  and  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  State. 

10.  When  a bill  or  resolution  which  shall  have 
passed  one  House  is  rejected  in  the  other,  informa- 
tion thereof  shall  be  given  to  the  House  in  which  the 
same  shall  have  passed.

1 1.  When  a bill,  memorial  or  resolution  which 
has  passed  one  House  is  rejected  in  the  other,  it 
shall  not  again  be  introduced  during  the  same  ses- 
sion, except  in  the  House  so  rejecting,  and  after 
three  days’  notice  and  leave  of  that  House. 

12.  While  the  two  Houses  are  acting  together 
upon  elections,  or  on  any  other  matter,  the  Speaker 
shall  preside,  and  all  questions  of  order  shall  be  de- 
cided by  him,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  both  Houses, 
as  though  but  one  body  was  in  session.  A call  of 
members  of  either  House  may  be  had  in  joint  meet- 
ing by  order  of  the  House  in  which  the  call  is  de- 
sired, and  to  constitute  a quorum  of  the  joint  assem- 
bly, a majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to  each 
House  shall  be  present  and  voting. 

13.  Motions  to  postpone  or  adjourn  shall  be 
decided  by  a joint  vote  of  both  Houses,  and  yeas  and 
nays  upon  such  motions,  if  required,  shall  be  en- 
tered upon  the  Journals  of  both  Houses. 

14.  Upon  questions  arising  requiring  the  sepa- 
rate decisions  of  either  House,  the  Senate  shall 
withdraw  until  the  decision  is  made:  Provided,  that 
questions  upon  motions  for  a call  of  either  House 
shall  not  come  within  the  provisions  of  this  rule. 

15.  Each  House  shall  have  the  liberty  of  order- 
ing the  printing  of  bills,  messages  and  reports  with- 
out the  consent  of  the  other. 

16.  Whenever  any  message,  bill,  report,  or 
document  shall  be  ordered  to  be  printed  by  the  Sen- 
ate or  House,  for  the  use  of  both  Houses,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate  or  Clerk  of 
the  House  (as  the  case  may  be)  immediately  to  re- 
port the  fact  of  the  passage  of  such  order  to  the  other 
branch  of  the  General  Assembly,  together  with  the 
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number  so  ordered  to  be  printed  in  case  the  same 
shall  exceed  300. 

17.  Only  the  Speaker  of  the  House  and/or  the 
President  Pro  Tempore  of  the  Senate  shall,  with  the 
knowledge  and  consent  of  the  other,  assign  the  Joint 
Hearing  Room  No.  212  to  a standing  or  special 
committee  of  either  House.  The  Speaker  of  the 
House  and  the  President  Pro  Tempore  of  the  Senate 
may  authorize  its  other  uses.  Smoking  shall  be  re- 
stricted to  committee  members. 

18.  All  bills,  amendments,  resolutions  and  con- 
ference committee  reports  must  be  typed,  double- 
spaced, on  8 Vi  by  14  inch  paper  in  a type  face  with 
excellent  reproduction  qualities.  A margin  of  one 
inch  on  the  left  and  right  side  and  at  the  top  and 
bottom  shall  be  preserved.  In  the  case  of  all  bills  and 
of  resolutions  proposing  Constitutional  amend- 
ments, the  lines  on  each  page  shall  be  numbered 
consecutively  from  top  to  bottom  at  the  left  margin, 
and  the  left  typing  margin  shall  be  two  spaces  to  the 
right  of  the  line  numbers. 

Pages  commencing  with  page  2 shall  be  num- 
bered at  the  top  center  of  the  page. 

Bills  amending  existing  statutes  and  amendments 
to  such  bills  must  show  the  changes  in  existing  law 
in  the  following  manner: 

(a)  All  new  matter  must  be  underscored; 

(b)  All  matter  which  is  to  be  omitted  or  su- 
perseded shall  be  shown  crossed  with  a 
line. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Senate  or  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  of  Representatives,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall, 
in  cooperation  with  the  Legislative  Reference  Bu- 
reau, provide  for  each  bill  a cover  page  on  which 
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shall  appear  the  numerical  designation  of  the  bill 
and  of  the  year  and  General  Assembly  in  which  in- 
troduced, a place  for  the  synopsis  prepared  by  the 
Legislative  Reference  Bureau  in  accordance  with 
“An  Act  in  relation  to  printed  bills  in  the  General 
Assembly”,  the  date  of  introduction,  the  names  of 
the  sponsors  and  the  words,  “A  BILL  FOR”. 

All  bills,  amendments  to  bills,  conference  com- 
mittee reports  and  resolutions  proposing  Constitu- 
tional amendments  shall  be  printed  by  the  photo- 
offset method,  reduced  to  75%,  using  paper  stock  of 
8V2  by  11  inches.  Such  number  of  copies  shall  be 
printed  as  may  be  ordered. 

When  a bill  or  a resolution  for  a Constitutional 
amendment  is  passed  or  adopted  by  the  House  of 
origin  after  having  been  amended,  it  shall  be  re- 
printed with  the  amendments  incorporated.  If  no 
amendments  are  adopted  in  the  House  of  origin,  the

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RULES

I 

MEMBERS 

1.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  House  of  each 
General  Assembly  the  Secretary  of  State  shall  pre- 
side until  a temporary  Speaker  is  elected.  The  Sec- 
retary of  State  shall  first  cause  the  roll  of  the  mem- 
bers elect  as  shown  by  the  official  election  returns 
on  file  in  his  office  to  be  called  and  shall  cause  the 
oath  of  office  to  be  administered  to  such  of  the  mem- 
bers elect  as  are  present.  The  Secretary  of  State 
shall  then  call  for  nominations  of  members  for  the 
office  of  temporary  Speaker.  When  such  nomina- 
tions are  completed,  the  Secretary  of  State  shall 
cause  the  roll  of  members  to  be  called  for  the  pur- 
pose of  voting  for  temporary  Speaker.  A quorum  of 
the  members  being  present,  the  person  receiving  a 
majority  of  the  votes  cast  for  the  office  of  temporary 
Speaker  shall  be  declared  elected.  The  temporary 
Speaker  shall  then  relieve  the  Secretary  of  State  as 
presiding  officer,  and  the  House  shall  proceed  to  the 
election  of  a Speaker  from  its  membership  and  the 
election  of  a clerk  and  doorkeeper  from  without  its 
membership.  The  same  vote  shall  be  necessary  for 
the  election  of  such  officers  as  is  required  by  this 
rule  for  the  election  of  a temporary  Speaker.  In  the 
election  of  any  officer  of  the  House  a member  who 
answers  “present”  shall  not  be  counted  as  voting. 
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On  all  other  propositions  and  questions  a member 
who  answers  “present”  shall  be  counted  as  voting. 

2.  (a)  After  the  permanent  officers  of  the 

House  have  been  elected,  and  before  any  legislative 
business  of  the  House  is  transacted,  the  members 
shall  proceed  to  choose  their  permanent  seats  and 
lockers. 

(b)  The  procedure  for  assignment  of  seats  and 
lockers  shall  be  as  follows:  The  House  shall  recess 
while  the  floor  is  cleared.  Immediately  after  the 
House  has  been  recalled  to  order,  seats  shall  be  se- 
lected by  the  Leaders  in  the  following  order:  (1) 
Majority  Leader,  (2)  Minority  Leader,  (3)  Two 
Assistant  Majority  Leaders,  (4)  Two  Assistant 
Minority  Leaders,  (5)  Two  Majority  Whips,  (6) 
Two  Minority  Whips.  The  Clerk  shall  then  place 
the  names  of  the  remaining  members  in  separate 
boxes  according  to  seniority  (except  the  names  of  all 
lady  members  shall  be  placed  in  a separate  box). 
The  Clerk  shall  then  draw  from  each  box  one  name 
at  a time,  (first  from  the  box  containing  the  names 
of  the  lady  members  according  to  seniority),  and 
thereafter  from  each  box  according  to  seniority  until 
all  names  are  drawn.  As  each  name  is  drawn,  the 
Clerk  shall  announce  such  name  and  that  member 
shall  thereupon  choose  his  seat  and  locker. 


II 

THE  SPEAKER 

3.  The  duties  of  the  Speaker  are: 
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(a)  To  preside  at  all  sessions  of  the  House.  He 
may  call  on  any  member  temporarily  to  perform  the 
duties  of  the  Chair. 

(b)  To  open  the  session  at  the  time  at  which 
the  House  is  to  meet  by  taking  the  Chair  and  calling 
the  members  to  order. 

(c)  To  preserve  decorum  and  order. 

(d)  To  decide  all  points  of  order,  subject  to 
appeal,  and  to  speak  thereon  in  preference  to  other 
members. 

(e)  To  decide,  without  debate,  all  questions 
relating  to  the  priority  of  business. 

(0  To  sign  or  authenticate  all  acts,  proceed- 
ings, or  orders  of  the  House.  All  writs,  warrants, 
and  subpoenae  issued  by  order  of  the  House  shall  be 
signed  by  him  and  attested  by  the  Clerk. 

(g)  To  have  general  charge  and  supervision  of 
the  House  Chamber,  galleries,  and  adjoining  and 
connecting  hallways  and  passages,  and  the  power  to 
clear  then  when  necessary,  and  the  same  shall  not 
be  used  for  the  purpose  of  a public  lecture. 

(h)  To  have  general  charge  and  supervision 
over  the  Clerk  and  his  assistants,  the  Doorkeeper 
and  his  assistants,  and  all  employees  of  the  House. 

(i)  To  assign  all  bills  to  a committee  (unless 
otherwise  indicated,  hereinafter  includes  and  is  lim- 
ited to  all  committees,  except  non-hearing  commit- 
tees, and  all  divisions  of  all  standing  committees) 
and  to  reassign  any  bill  before  any  committee  action 
has  been  taken. 
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(j)  To  appoint  all  members  of  committees. 

(k)  To  recognize  the  members  entitled  to  the 
floor. 

(l)  To  state  and  put  to  vote  all  questions 
which  are  regularly  moved  or  which  necessarily  ar- 
ise in  the  course  of  the  proceedings  and  to  announce 
the  result  of  the  vote. 

(m)  Generally  to  guide  and  direct  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  House  subject  to  the  control  and  will  of 
the  members. 


Ill 

THE  CLERK 

4.  The  duties  of  the  Clerk  are: 

(a)  To  have  custody  of  all  bills,  papers  and  re- 
cords of  the  House,  and  not  to  permit  them  to  be 
taken  out  of  his  custody  except  in  the  regular  course 
of  the  business  of  the  House. 

(b)  To  keep  the  Journal  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  House,  and,  under  the  direction  of  the  Speaker, 
correct  errors  in  the  Journal. 

(c)  To  keep  the  necessary  records  for  the 
House  and  prepare  the  House  calendar. 

(d)  To  supervise  the  engrossment  and  enroll- 
ment of  bills,  under  the  direction  of  the  Speaker, 
and,  with  the  presiding  officer,  certify  their  passage. 

(e)  To  transmit  bills,  other  documents,  and 
messages  to  the  Senate,  as  required,  and  secure  a 
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receipt  therefor,  and  to  receive  communications 
from  the  Senate,  and  receipt  for  bills,  documents 
and  messages. 

(f)  To  attend  every  session  of  the  House,  call 
the  roll,  and  read  all  bills,  resolutions,  and  other 
papers  as  directed  by  the  Speaker. 

(g)  To  have  supervision  and  control  of  all  as- 
sistant clerks  and  other  employees  of  his  office.

10.  Senate  Bills  on  Third  Reading. 

1 1 . Senate  Bills  on  Second  Reading. 

12.  Senate  Bills  on  First  Reading. 

13.  Senate  Messages  other  than  Bills. 
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14.  Referral  to  Committees  of  bills  not  hereto- 
fore assigned. 

1 5 . Constitutional  Amendent  Resolutions .

18.  Death  Resolutions. 

6.  The  Clerk,  under  the  direction  of  the  Speak- 
er, shall  publish  a daily  calendar  and  cause  it  to  be 
placed  on  the  desks  of  the  members  before  the  con- 
vening of  the  House,  showing  all  special  orders  of 
the  day  and  all  bills  and  all  resolutions  before  the 
House,  except  those  dealing  with  death,  congratula- 
tions, and  adjournment,  in  their  proper  order  of 
reading.  Bills  shall  appear  upon  the  calendar  in 
numerical  order  and  those  amended  shall  be  so  des- 
ignated. 

There  shall  be  printed  a Consent  Calendar  which 
shall  be  printed  on  the  daily  calendar  and  sepa- 
rately designated.  The  Consent  Calendar  shall  con- 
tain two  orders  of  business  for  bills  placed  thereon: 
Consent  Calendar — Second  Reading  and  Consent 
Calendar — Third  Reading.  Within  each  order  of 
business  bills  shall  be  listed  in  separate  groups  ac- 
cording to  the  number  of  days  each  bill  has  been  on 
that  order  of  business  on  the  Consent  Calendar.  All 
bills  to  which  amendments  have  been  proposed  by 
a committee  or  which  have  been  amended  shall  be 
so  designated. 

Bills  appearing  on  the  Consent  Calendar — Sec- 
ond Reading  shall  be  taken  up  immediately  follow- 
ing the  daily  order  of  business  on  Senate  Bills  on 
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First  Reading  during  each  daily  session.  Bills  ap- 
pearing on  the  Consent  Calendar — Third  Reading 
shall  be  taken  up  immediately  following  the  daily 
order  of  business  on  Senate  Bills  on  First  Reading 
during  the  last  daily  session  of  each  week.  When  so 
taken  up  on  the  last  daily  session  of  each  week,  the 
following  shall  be  the  order  of  business:  Consent 
Calendar — Second  Reading,  Consent  Calendar — 
Third  Reading. 

No  debate  shall  be  in  order  regarding  any  bill  ap- 
pearing on  the  Consent  Calendar.  However,  the 
Speaker  shall  allow  a reasonable  time  for  questions 
from  the  floor  and  shall  permit  a reasonable  time  for 
the  answer  of  such  questions.  No  amendment  other 
than  an  amendment  contained  in  a committee  re- 
port shall  be  in  order  regarding  any  bill  appearing 
on  the  Consent  Calendar. 

On  the  Second  Reading  of  any  bill  appearing  on 
the  Consent  Calendar,  any  amendments  contained 
in  committee  reports  on  the  bill  shall  be  deemed 
adopted  and  the  bill  advanced  to  the  order  of  Con- 
sent Calendar — Third  Reading  unless  the  bill  is 
objected  to  and  removed  from  the  Consent  Calen- 
dar. 

On  final  passage  of  any  bill  appearing  on  the 
Consent  Calendar,  the  roll  call  shall  be  taken  on 
each  bill  separately  and  shall  be  so  entered  in  the 
Journal.  Immediately  prior  to  a vote  on  the  first  bill 
on  the  Consent  Calendar  the  Speaker  shall  call  to 
the  attention  of  the  members  the  fact  that  the  next 
roll  call  will  be  the  roll  call  on  the  passage  of  the  first 
bill  on  the  Consent  Calendar. 
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Bills  may  be  placed  on  the  Consent  Calendar 
by  report  of  a standing  committee  upon  the  unani- 
mous vote  of  the  members  present;  providing,  how- 
ever, that  no  bill  regarding  any  revenue  or  appro- 
priations matter,  shall  be  placed  on  the  Consent 
Calendar. 

A bill  placed  on  the  Consent  Calendar  shall  stand 
for  not  less  than  1 legislative  day  on  the  order  of 
Consent  Calendar — Second  Reading  at  which  time 
the  bill  shall  be  read  a second  time  and  any  commit- 
tee amendments  shall  be  deemed  adopted;  thereafter 
the  bill  shall  stand  for  not  less  than  3 legislative 
days  on  the  Order  of  Consent  Calendar — Third 
Reading  before  a vote  on  final  passage  may  betaken. 

The  Speaker  and  the  minority  leader  shall  each 
appoint  three  members  who  may  challenge  the 
presence  of  any  bill  upon  the  Consent  Calendar. 
Prior  to  a vote  on  passage  on  any  bill  upon  the  Con- 
sent Calendar,  the  bill  shall  be  removed  from  the 
Consent  Calendar  if 

(1 ) 6 or  more  members,  or 

(2)  the  chief  sponsor  of  the  bill,  or 

(3)  one  or  more  of  the  appointed  challengers 

file  with  the  Clerk  written  objections  to  the  presence 
of  the  bill  upon  the  Consent  Calendar.  Any  bill 
removed  from  the  Consent  Calendar  shall  not  there- 
after during  the  same  session  be  placed  upon  the 
Consent  Calendar. 

Any  bill  removed  from  the  Consent  Calendar 
shall  stand  on  the  order  of  Second  Reading,  First 
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Legislative  Day,  upon  the  daily  calendar.  Any  bill 
to  which  amendments  have  been  proposed  by  a 
committee  or  which  has  been  amended,  which  is 
removed  from  the  Consent  Calendar  shall  stand  on 
the  daily  calendar  in  its  original  unamended  form; 
all  amendments  shall  be  in  order  for  adoption  or 
rejection  in  accordance  with  these  Rules  as  if  the  bill 
had  never  been  on  the  Consent  Calendar. 

7.  Any  order  of  business  may  be  changed  at 
any  time  upon  the  motion  of  any  member,  support- 
ed by  five  additional  members  arising  in  their  seats 
and  joining  in  the  motion,  if  such  motion  is  adopted 
by  an  affirmative  vote  of  ninety-five  members. 

8.  The  Rules  Committee  may  report  a special 
order  for  the  day,  which  special  order  shall  take  the 
place  of  the  regular  order  and  shall  be  shown  on  the 
daily  calendar,  but  the  special  order  so  reported 
may  be  suspended,  amended  or  modified  on  roll  call 
by  an  affirmative  vote  of  ninety-five  members.

COMMITTEES 

9.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Speaker.  The  Speaker,  Majority  Leader,  and  Mi- 
nority Leader  shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  each 
committee.  Each  committee  shall  have,  in  addition, 
2 ex-officio  members  designated  for  any  meeting, 
one  of  whom  shall  be  an  Assistant  Majority  Leader 
or  Majority  Whip  designated  by  the  Speaker,  and 
one  of  whom  shall  be  an  Assistant  Minority  Leader 
or  Minority  Whip  designated  by  the  Minority 
Leader. 
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10.  No  member,  other  than  the  ex-officio 
members  shall  be  appointed  to  serve  on  more  than 
five  committees,  exclusive  of  Challenge  Consent 
Calendar,  House  Affairs,  Reapportionment  and 
Rules. 

1 1 . The  following  standing  committees  and 
respective  divisions  thereto  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  Speaker:

All  committees,  except  non-hearing  committees, 
and  all  divisions  of  all  standing  committees  have

leave  to  report  by  bill  or  otherwise,  and  to  them 
shall  be  referred  all  bills  pertaining  to  the  subjects 
indicated  by  their  names. 

12.  The  number  of  members  on  each  commit- 
tee, shall  be  determined  by  the  Speaker,  but  in  no 
event  shall  the  number  be  more  than  thirty-five. 

13.  When  appointing  a standing  committee, 
the  Speaker  shall  designate  a member  thereof  as 
chairman  and  may  designate  another  member 
thereof  as  vice-chairman.  The  vice-chairman  shall 
preside  at  all  committee  meetings  in  the  absence  of 
the  chairman. 

14.  No  member  shall  serve  as  chairman  or  vice- 
chairman  of  more  than  one  hearing  committee  or 
division. 

15.  A majority  of  any  committee,  not  including 
ex-officio  members,  shall  constitute  a quorum,  but 
the  question  of  the  presence  of  a quorum  of  commit- 
tee shall  not  be  raised  on  the  consideration  of  a bill 
or  resolution  in  the  House,  unless  the  same  question 
has  been  raised  before  the  committee. 

16.  In  case  of  failure  of  the  chairman  of  any 
committee  to  call  a meeting  of  such  committee  upon 
the  request  of  a member,  then  50  percent  or  more  of 
the  members  of  such  committee,  other  than  ex-offi- 
cio members,  shall  have  the  right  to  call  a meeting 
of  such  committee  on  the  same  notice  as  required  by 
Rule  17. 

17.  No  hearing  by  a standing  committee  upon 
any  bill  or  resolution  or  a postponed  bill  or  resolu- 
tion shall  be  held  unless  notice  thereof  is  posted  on  a 
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day  when  the  House  holds  a session,  in  the  follow- 
ing manner: 

(a)  The  original  and  four  copies  of  a written 
notice,  signed  by  the  chairman,  shall  be  delivered  to 
the  Clerk  of  the  House.  Such  notice  shall  state  the 
time,  both  date  and  hour,  and  the  place  of  the  pro- 
posed hearing  and  the  number  of  the  bill  or  resolu- 
tion to  be  considered.  Such  notice  may  contain  the 
numbers  of  more  than  one  bill  or  resolution  to  be 
heard  at  the  same  date  and  hour.  The  Clerk  shall 
post  one  copy  thereof  on  a bulletin  board  designated 
by  the  Clerk  as  the  Official  House  Bulletin  Board 
with  an  endorsement  thereon  by  time  stamp  of  the 
exact  hour  and  date  of  such  posting,  which  shall  not 
be  later  than  12  o’clock  noon  on  the  day  following 
the  regularly  scheduled  meeting  day  for  the  commit- 
tee, but  not  less  than  6 Vi  days  prior  to  the  meeting 
for  which  the  bills  are  posted.  The  Clerk  shall 
promptly  after  posting  deliver  an  exact  copy  of  the 
time  stamped  notice  to  the  office  of  the  Speaker, 
Majority  and  Minority  Leaders.  The  original  no- 
tice or  any  supplemental  notice  once  stamped  and 
posted  shall  not  be  altered  on  its  face.  One  copy, 
with  a similar  endorsement,  followed  by  the  signa- 
ture of  the  Clerk,  shall  be  returned  after  the  hour  set 
for  the  hearing  to  the  chairman  of  the  committee 
and  accompany  the  information  sheet  hereinafter 
referred  to.  When  more  than  one  bill  or  resolution 
is  listed  in  such  notice,  an  additional  copy  for  each 
such  bill  or  resolution  shall  be  made,  endorsed  and 
returned  as  aforesaid.  No  notice  by  posting  shall  be 
required  as  to  any  meeting  held  within  one  week 
prior  to  June  30th  in  any  regular  session,  but  such 
meeting  shall  be  announced  on  the  floor  of  the 
House. 
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(b)  Notice  shall  also  be  given  by  including  a 
notice  of  such  hearing  in  the  House  Calendar  for 
one  of  the  legislative  days  of  the  week  next  preced- 
ing the  hearing. 

(c)  The  Chairman  shall  also  cause  to  be  read  at 
each  committee  meeting  a list  of  the  bills  which  have 
at  that  time  been  requested  to  be  considered  at  the 
next  meeting. 

(d)  When  any  bill  or  resolution  is  to  be  consi- 
dered by  a committee,  the  member  whose  name 
appears  first  as  sponsor  of  the  bill  or  resolution 
shall  be  notified  by  the  Chairman  of  the  time  and 
place  where  such  bill  or  resolution  shall  be  consi- 
dered. Such  notice  may  be  a copy  of  the  notice  re- 
quired by  the  Rules. 

18.  In  cases  of  appeals  from  the  ruling  of  the 
Chairman  or  any  acting  chairman  such  ruling  shall 
prevail  unless  a majority  of  those  appointed  to  the 
committee  shall  vote  to  overrule  the  chair. 

19.  Rescinded. 

20.  Every  committee  hearing  shall  be  open  to 
the  public. 

21.  No  committee  shall  sit  during  any  session 
of  the  House  without  the  consent  of  the  House. 

22.  No  member  of  any  committee  except  the 
Speaker  shall  be  permitted  to  vote  except  in  person 
on  the  regular  roll  call.  The  Speaker  may  vote  by 
written  authorization  or  proxy  fded  with  the  chair- 
man prior  to  any  roll  call. 
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23.  (a)  All  persons  wishing  to  offer  testimony 
to  a committee  hearing  shall  be  given  a reasonable 
opportunity  to  do  so,  orally  or  in  writing,  and  a 
statement  in  writing  shall  not  be  a prerequisite 
thereto. 

(b)  To  assure  timely  distribution  to  committee 
members  of  written  statements  referring  to  any  bill, 
such  statements  or  other  written  materials  should 
be  delivered  to  the  clerk  of  the  committee  two  legis- 
lative days  prior  to  the  time  of  the  hearing  on  the 
bill.  This  shall  not  preclude  the  presentation  of 
written  statements  to  the  committee  at  the  time  of 
the  hearing.  All  such  materials  presented  to  the 
committee  shall  be  fded  with  the  committee  records. 

24.  Any  bill  or  resolution  referred  to  a commit- 
tee and  not  set  within  sixty  days  of  assignment  shall 
be  reported  for  tabling  in  the  same  manner  as  a bill 
reported  “do  not  pass”  under  the  provisions  of  Rule 
48. 

25.  A majority  of  the  members  of  a committee 
may  set  a bill  if  the  chairman  fails  or  refuses  to  do 


26.  In  any  committee  hearing,  the  use  of  any 
camera,  television,  flash,  or  otherwise,  or  any  radio 
microphone,  or  other  device  for  the  live  and  instan- 
taneous broadcast  of  any  hearing  is  prohibited. 
When  a committee  hearing  takes  place  on  the  floor 
of  the  House,  the  rules  applicable  to  meetings  of  the 
whole  House  shall  apply. 

27.  The  Rules  of  the  House  shall  be  observed 
in  all  committees  as  far  as  may  be  applicable. 
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28.  The  Speaker  may  assign  the  House  Cham- 
ber for  committee  hearings,  but  any  committee  us- 
ing the  House  Chamber  shall  restrict  the  floor  of  the 
House  to  members  only,  except  that  witnesses  ap- 
pearing before  the  committee  are  to  be  assigned 
seats  by  the  Chairman. 

29.  All  committees  shall  consider  the  bills  and 
resolutions  referred  to  them  and  make  one  of  the  fol- 
lowing reports  to  the  House: 

1 . That  the  bill  or  resolution  “do  pass”; 

2.  That  the  bill  or  resolution  “do  not  pass”; 

3.  That  the  bill  or  resolution  “do  pass  as 
amended”; 

4.  That  the  bill  or  resolution  “do  not  pass  as 
amended”; 

5.  That  the  bill  or  resolution  “do  pass  and  be 
placed  upon  the  Consent  Calendar”; 

6.  That  the  bill  or  resolution  “do  pass  as 
amended  and  be  placed  upon  the  Consent 
Calendar”; 

7.  A substitute  bill  or  resolution. 

8.  That  the  bill  or  resolution  be  tabled,  pur- 
suant to  the  provisions  of  Rule  24. 

No  bill  or  resolution  shall  be  reported  without  a 
recommendation.  The  report  shall  show  the  numer- 
ical vote  on  the  bill  or  resolution. 

30.  (a)  The  chairman  or  acting  chairman  of 
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each  committee  of  the  House  shall  keep  or  cause  to 
be  kept,  a record  in  which  there  shall  be  entered: 

1 . The  time  and  place  of  each  hearing  and  of 
each  meeting  of  such  committee. 

2.  The  attendance  of  committee  members  at 
each  meeting. 

3.  The  name  and  address  of  each  person  ap- 
pearing before  the  committee  with  the 
names  and  addresses  of  the  person,  persons, 
firm,  or  corporation  in  whose  behalf  such 
appearance  is  made. 

4.  The  vote  of  each  member  on  all  motions, 
bills,  resolutions,  and  amendments  acted 
upon. 

(b)  Such  a record  shall  be  ready  and  approved 
by  the  chairman  before  the  expiration  of  ten  days 
after  each  committee  meeting  or  at  the  next  regular 
meeting  of  the  committee. 

(c)  There  shall  be  filed,  in  the  proper  envelope, 
with  every  bill  or  resolution  reported  upon,  a sheet 
containing  the  required  record  of  committee  hear- 
ings as  to  such  bill  or  resolution  to  be  filed  by  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  numerically  by  the  number  of 
the  bill  in  such  form  as  to  be  most  accessible  for  the 
use  of  the  members  and  the  public,  during  the  ses- 
sion, and  at  the  end  thereof  in  the  office  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  State. 

31.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  enrolling,  tran- 
scribing and  typing  of  Bills  unit  of  the  House  Af- 
fairs Committee  to  examine  all  bills,  correct  any 
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mistakes  therein  and  report  the  bills  to  the  House 
forthwith;  and  it  shall  be  in  order  for  it  to  report  at 
any  time. 


VI 

BILLS 

32.  (a)  Except  as  otherwise  provided  by  the 

rules,  each  member  may  introduce  bills  on  the  order 
of  introduction  and  first  reading  of  House  Bills. 
Each  bill  introduced  shall  be  accompanied  by  six  (6) 
copies  thereof. 

(b)  All  bills,  except  bills  on  Appropriations, 
Constitution  Implementation,  Reapportionment, 
and  Revenue,  in  order  to  be  considered  by  June  30 
of  any  calendar  year  within  the  Seventy -seventh 
General  Assembly  must  be  introduced  by  April  30 
of  each  calendar  year.  Any  bill  other  than  those  ex- 
cepted by  this  section  introduced  thereafter  shall  lie 
upon  the  Speaker’s  Table,  but  not  reported  on  the 
daily  calendar,  to  be  referred  to  the  Proper  commit- 
tee after  June  30. 

(c)  The  following  legislative  procedures  sched- 
ule and  timetable  shall  be  applicable  to  all  bills  in- 
troduced on  or  before  April  30  (except  bills  on  Ap- 
propriations, Constitution  Implementation,  Reap- 
portionment, and  Revenue): 

May  21 — Final  date  for  standing  committees  of 
House  to  report  House  bills,  except  House 
bills  re-referred  to  another  committee. 

June  4 — Final  date  for  third  reading  and  passage 
of  House  bills. 
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June  11 — Final  date  for  standing  committees  to 
report  Senate  bills. 

June  28 — Final  date  for  third  reading  and  pas- 
sage of  Senate  bills. 

June  30 — Final  date  for  consideration  and  adop- 
tion of  conference  committee  reports. 

(d)  The  following  timetable  shall  be  applicable 
to  all  resolutions  proposing  changes  in  the  Constitu- 
tions of  the  State  of  Illinois  or  of  the  United  States 
by  amendment  or  by  constitutional  conventions: 

March  31 — Last  day  for  introduction  of  House 
Joint  Resolutions  proposing  constitutional 
amendments. 

April  30 — Last  day  for  committees  to  report 
House  Joint  Resolutions  proposing  constitu- 
tional amendments. 

May  14 — Final  date  for  passage  of  House  Joint 
Resolutions  proposing  constitutional  amend- 
ments. 

May  14 — Final  date  for  committees  to  report 
Senate  Joint  Resolutions  proposing  constitu- 
tional amendments. 

May  26 — Final  date  for  passage  of  Senate  Joint 
Resolutions  proposing  constitutional  amend- 
ments. 

33.  In  the  Legislative  Synopsis  and  Digest  is- 
sued weekly  during  the  session  only  the  name  of  the 
member  who  introduced  a bill  or  resolution  and  the 
name  of  the  first  four  co-sponsors  shall  be  indexed 
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with  the  number,  of  any  bill  of  which  the  member  is 
the  principal  sponsor,  being  placed  in  parentheses. 
In  every  issue  of  the  Synopsis  and  Digest  all  co- 
sponsors shall  be  shown  in  the  main  part  of  the 
Digest  where  bills  and  resolutions  are  listed  in 
numerical  order. 

34.  The  Clerk  shall  indorse  on  every  original 
bill  and  each  copy  thereof,  the  number  thereof,  the 
name  of  the  member  introducing  it,  the  date  of  in- 
troduction, and  the  several  orders  taken  thereon; 
and  when  printed  said  several  indorsements  shall  be 
printed  at  the  head  of  the  bill. 

35.  The  original  of  all  bills  shall  remain  in  the 
custody  of  the  House. 

36.  Appropriations  for  the  offices  of  Governor, 
Lieutenant  Governor,  Secretary  of  State,  Attorney 
General,  Treasurer,  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts, 
and  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  shall  be 
made  by  separate  bills  for  each  office. 

37.  Every  bill  shall  be  read  at  large  on  three 
different  days. 

38.  When  a bill  is  introduced,  it  shall  be  read 
at  large  a first  time,  ordered  printed,  and  referred  to 
the  proper  committee  for  consideration,  except  that 
in  cases  of  demonstrable  emergency,  a bill  may  be 
advanced  without  reference  to  committee. 

39.  (a)  The  Speaker,  at  his  discretion,  may 
lay  any  bill  or  resolution  before  the  House  acting  as 
a Committee  of  the  Whole  House.  No  bill  or  resolu- 
tion shall  be  considered  in  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole  House  until  two  days  after  the  same  shall 
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have  been  printed  and  placed  on  the  desks  of  the 
members.  If  the  House  refuses  consent  to  such  refer- 
ence, the  bill  or  resolution  shall  be  referred  by  the 
Speaker  to  an  appropriate  committee. 

(b)  In  forming  a committee  of  the  Whole 
House,  the  Speaker  shall  leave  his  chair,  and  a 
chairman  to  preside  in  the  committee  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Speaker.  No  amendment  shall  be  of- 
fered to  any  bill  or  resolution  while  being  consi- 
dered by  a Committee  of  the  Whole. 

40.  All  bills  for  appropriations  of  money  from 
the  State  Treasury,  or  providing  for  the  expenditure 
of  money  when  referred  to  other  committees  and  by 
them  reported  back  to  the  House  with  favorable 
recommendations,  shall  be  referred  to  the  Commit- 
tee on  Appropriations  for  its  consideration  before 
being  finally  acted  upon  by  the  House. 

41.  (a)  When  a Senate  Bill  is  delivered  to  the 
Clerk  he  shall  at  the  earliest  opportunity  report  the 
bill  and  message  accompanying  it  to  the  House 
whereupon  it  shall  be  put  upon  the  order  of  mes- 
sages on  the  Speaker’s  Table.  Thereupon,  the  bill 
shall  be  read  by  its  title,  ordered  printed  and  placed 
in  the  order  of  Senate  Bills  on  first  reading;  after 
being  read  a first  time,  it  shall  be  referred  to  the 
proper  committee  for  consideration,  except  that  in 
the  case  of  demonstrable  emergency  a bill  may  be 
advanced  by  the  House  to  Second  reading  without 
reference  to  committee. 

(b)  A Senate  Bill  shall  not  be  read  a first  time 
until  a House  member  identifies  himself  to  the 
Speaker  as  the  House  Sponsor.  The  name  of  the 
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House  sponsor  on  a Senate  Bill  shall  be  printed  on 
the  calendar  in  brackets  following  the  name  of  the 
Senate  sponsor.  The  Senate  sponsor  may  remove 
the  House  sponsor  by  notifying  the  Speaker  in  writ- 
ing. 

42.  (a)  Whenever  a fiscal  note  may  be  re- 

quired for  a bill,  by  statute  or  by  the  request  of  a 
member  of  the  House,  the  sponsor  of  the  bill  shall 
comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  applicable  stat- 
ute, and  shall  obtain  the  fiscal  note  in  the  manner 
and  form  required  by  law. 

(b)  In  order  to  give  proper  notice  to  the  re- 
questing sponsor  of  a bill,  the  Legislative  Reference 
Bureau  shall  affix  to  the  original  of  all  bills  which  it 
drafts  and  prepares,  a stamp  or  rider  indicating  that 
a fiscal  note  may  be  required  or  requested  for  the 
bill  by  the  terms  of  the  applicable  statute.  The  Leg- 
islative Reference  Bureau  shall  also  place  an  ab- 
breviation or  symbol  following  the  listing  of  each 
House  bill  in  the  legislative  synopsis  or  digest,  indi- 
cating that  a fiscal  note  may  be  required  or  request- 
ed for  such  bill. 

(c)  Whenever  a sponsor  obtains  a fiscal  note, 
the  note  shall  be  filed  in  the  Clerk’s  Office,  with  a 
time  stamp  endorsed  thereon  of  the  hour  and  date  of 
such  filing,  and  the  fiscal  note  shall  be  attached  to 
the  original  of  the  House  bill.  Any  House  member 
shall  thereafter  be  given  an  opportunity  to  examine 
or  copy  the  attached  fiscal  note.  If  a fiscal  note  is 
obtained  by  a sponsor,  he  shall  immediately  notify 
the  Legislative  Reference  Bureau,  which  will  there- 
after indicate  in  subsequent  issues  of  the  legislative 
synopsis  and  digest  that  a fiscal  note  for  said  bill  has 
been  obtained. 
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(d)  If  the  principal  sponsor  of  a bill  obtains  a 
fiscal  note  for  the  bill  prior  to  the  hearing  of  the  bill 
in  any  House  committee,  he  shall  obtain  copies  of 
the  fiscal  note  and  present  a copy  to  the  members  of 
any  House  committee  hearing  said  bill  at  or  before 
the  time  of  said  hearing. 

(e)  In  the  event  a fiscal  note  has  been  requested 
by  any  member,  a bill  shall  be  held  on  the  order  of 
second  reading  until  the  fiscal  note  has  been  sup- 
plied, or  determined  to  be  inapplicable. 

43.  There  shall  be  printed  at  the  top  of  each  bill 
filed  or  introduced,  a synopsis  thereof  which  shall 
be  prepared  by  the  Legislative  Reference  Bureau, 
and  all  bills  filed  or  introduced,  shall  be  first  ap- 
proved as  to  form  by  the  Legislative  Reference  Bu- 
reau. 

44.  The  Clerk  shall,  as  soon  as  any  bill  is  print- 
ed, place  the  same  on  the  desks  of  the  members. 

45.  When  a committee  reports  a substitute  for 
an  original  bill,  with  the  recommendation  that  the 
substitute  pass,  it  shall  be  in  order  to  read  the  sub- 
stitute a first  time  at  once  and  order  it  printed. 

46.  All  bills  must  remain  on  the  calendar  on 
the  order  of  second  reading  for  one  legislative  day 
before  they  may  be  called  on  that  order. 

47.  (a)  Amendments  to  bills,  except  amend- 
ments striking  out  an  emergency  provision,  and 
amendments  to  resolutions  proposing  constitutional 
amendments  may  be  offered  at  the  conclusion  of  the 
second  reading  and  when  adopted  shall  be  printed 
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and  placed  on  the  desks  of  the  members  one  day 
before  such  amended  bill  or  amended  resolution 
proposing  a constitutional  amendment  shall  be  read 
for  the  third  time. 

(b)  No  amendment  shall  be  in  order  which  is 
not  germane  to  the  subject  under  consideration. 

(c)  When  a bill  has  been  reported  from  a com- 
mittee with  amendments  thereto  and  with  the  rec- 
ommendation that  the  amendments  be  adopted  and 
that  the  bill  do  pass  as  amended,  any  such  amend- 
ment recommended  by  the  committee  shall  not  be 
considered  by  the  House  unless  printed  prior  to 
consideration  of  the  bill  on  second  reading,  and  un- 
less the  member  that  presented  the  amendment  to 
such  committee  or  some  member  of  the  committee 
makes  a motion  that  the  amendment  be  adopted. 

48.  Bills  reported  from  a committee  with  the 
recommendation  “do  not  pass”  or  “do  not  pass  as 
amended”  shall  lie  on  the  table  for  not  more  than 
two  legislative  days  thereafter,  at  which  time,  unless 
within  that  time  a written  motion  is  made  to  take 
such  bills  from  the  table,  supported  by  a majority 
vote  of  the  members,  such  bills  shall  be  considered 
as  finally  tabled  and  stricken. 

49.  After  the  second  reading  of  the  bill,  and 
amendments,  if  any,  the  Speaker  shall  order  the  bill 
transcribed,  typed  and  advanced  to  the  order  of 
third  reading. 

50.  The  vote  on  the  passage  of  all  bills  shall  be 
by  yeas  and  nays  upon  each  bill  separately  and  shall 
be  entered  upon  the  Journal.  When  a bill  receives  a 
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constitutional  majority  upon  the  passage,  the 
Speaker  shall  declare  that  the  bill  has  passed.  When 
a bill  shall  fail  to  receive  a constitutional  majority 
upon  its  passage,  the  Speaker  shall  declare  that  the 
bill  has  failed  to  pass. 

51.  When  an  emergency  is  expressed  in  the 
preamble  or  body  of  an  Act,  as  a reason  why  such 
Act  should  take  effect  prior  to  the  first  day  of  July, 
next  after  its  passage,  and  when  such  an  Act  con- 
tains a clause  or  proviso  fixing  such  time  prior  to 
the  first  day  of  July,  the  question  shall  be,  “Shall 
the  bill  pass?”  and  if  decided  affirmatively  by  a vote 
of  two-thirds  of  the  members  elected  to  the  House, 
then  the  bill  shall  be  deemed  passed;  and  if,  upon 
such  vote  a majority  of  said  members  elected,  but 
less  than  two-thirds  thereof,  vote  affirmatively  on 
said  question,  then  the  vote  on  said  bill  shall  be 
deemed  reconsidered  and  the  bill  subject  to  amend- 
ment by  striking  out  such  part  thereof  as  expresses 
an  emergency  and  the  time  of  taking  effect,  and  then 
said  bill  shall  be  under  consideration  upon  its  third 
reading,  with  the  emergency  clause  and  time  of  tak- 
ing effect  stricken  out;  provided,  however,  that  such 
amendment,  striking  out  the  emergency  clause  shall 
be  printed  and  placed  on  the  desks  of  the  members 
before  said  bill  is  again  considered  upon  third  read- 
ing. 

52.  When  a bill  passes  it  shall  be  certified  by 
the  Clerk,  who  at  the  foot  thereof,  shall  note  the  day 
it  passes. 
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VII 

RESOLUTIONS 


53.  (a)  All  resolutions  and  petitions  except 

death,  congratulatory  and  adjournment  resolutions, 
and  those  affecting  the  rules  shall  consist  of  an  origi- 
nal and  four  copies  and  shall  be  referred  to  the  ap- 
propriate committee  without  debate,  except  that  as 
hereinafter  provided  and  in  the  case  of  demonstra- 
ble emergency,  a resolution  may  be  advanced  by  the 
House  to  the  Speaker’s  Table  without  reference  to 
committee.  Upon  agreement  between  the  Speaker 
and  Minority  Leader,  all  non-controversial  resolu- 
tions including  congratulatory  and  death  resolu- 
tions may  be  considered  without  suspension  of  the 
rules  and  adopted  as  a group  by  a single  motion  to 
adopt  on  a given  legislative  day. 

(b)  All  resolutions  proposing  changes  in  the 
Constitutions  of  the  State  of  Illinois  or  of  the  United 
States  by  amendment  or  by  Constitutional  conven- 
tion shall  be  so  designated  and  be  numbered  conse- 
cutively. All  such  resolutions  shall  be  listed  on  the 
House  Calendar  before  they  are  called,  and  shall  be 
read  on  three  separate  legislative  days  before  con- 
sideration for  passage.  No  such  resolution  shall  be 
advanced  without  reference  to  committee.  All  such 
resolutions  proposing  changes  in  the  Constitution  of 
the  State  of  Illinois  shall  require  for  adoption  a two- 
thirds  Constitutional  majority.  All  such  resolutions 
proposing  changes  in  the  United  States  Constitution 
shall  require  for  adoption  a Constitutional  majori- 
ty. Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  Rule  93  (a) 
the  provisions  of  Rule  53  (b)  may  not  be  suspended 
except  upon  a vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  of 
the  House. 
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VIII 

VOTING 

54.  When  taking  the  yeas  and  nays  on  any 
question  to  be  voted  upon,  the  electrical  roll  call  sys- 
tem, may  be  used,  and  when  so  used,  shall  have  the 
same  force  and  effect  as  a roll  call  taken  as  other- 
wise provided  in  these  rules. 

55.  When  the  House  is  ready  to  vote  upon  any 
question  requiring  a roll  call  and  the  vote  is  to  be 
taken  by  the  electrical  roll  call  system,  the  Clerk 
immediately  shall  start  the  vote-recording  equip- 
ment and  when  the  vote  is  completely  recorded, 
shall  advise  the  Speaker  of  the  result,  and  the 
Speaker  shall  immediately  advise  the  House.  The 
Clerk  shall  enter  upon  the  Journal  the  result  in  the 
manner  provided  by  the  Rules. 

56.  Upon  the  request  of  any  member,  the 
electrical  roll  call  system  shall  show  a continuous 
total  of  the  vote  on  any  question  for  such  time  as  the 
Speaker  may  allow  in  his  discretion. 

57.  Any  member,  after  the  yeas  and  nays  on 
any  question  have  been  taken  by  the  electrical  roll 
call  system,  who  is  not  recorded  as  voting  may,  be- 
fore the  end  of  the  legislative  day,  be  recorded  as 
present  and  not  voting. 

58.  No  member  shall  vote  for  another  member; 
nor  shall  any  person  not  a member  cast  a vote  for  a 
member.  In  addition  to  such  penalties  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  law,  any  member  who  shall  vote  or 
attempt  to  vote  for  another  member  may  be  pun- 
ished in  such  manner  as  the  House  may  determine. 
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If  a person  not  a member  shall  vote  or  attempt  to 
vote  for  any  member,  he  may  be  barred  from  the 
floor  of  the  House  for  the  remainder  of  the  session 
and  may  be  punished  further  in  such  manner  as  the 
House  may  deem  proper  in  addition  to  such  punish- 
ment as  may  be  prescribed  by  law. 

59.  Deleted. 

60.  Only  when  the  electrical  roll  call  system  is 
not  working  an  oral  roll  call  of  the  yeas  and  nays  of 
the  members  shall  be  taken.  The  names  of  the 
members  in  an  oral  roll  call  shall  be  called  in  alpha- 
betical order. 

61.  Questions  shall  be  distinctly  put  in  this 
form,  viz:  “All  those  in  favor  vote  ‘Yea’  ” and,  after 
the  affirmative  vote  is  expressed,  “Those  opposed 
vote  ‘Nay’.”  If  the  Speaker  doubts,  or  if  a division 
be  called  for,  the  House  shall  divide;  those  in  the 
affirmative  shall  first  rise  from  their  seats,  and  af- 
terwards those  in  the  negative. 

62.  Upon  the  motion  of  any  member,  support- 
ed by  five  additional  members,  whether  made  before 
or  after  a viva  voce  vote,  or  before  or  after  division  a 
roll  call  shall  be  taken  on  any  question,  and  entered 
upon  the  Journal.  Such  demand  must  be  made  be- 
fore proceeding  to  other  business. 

63.  Any  member  may  demand  a verification  of 
a roll  call  vote.  The  Clerk  shall  then  read  first  the 
names  of  those  members  voting  in  the  affirmative, 
then  of  those  voting  in  the  negative,  and  any  mem- 
ber may  have  his  vote  corrected.  No  member  shall 
be  permitted  to  change  his  vote,  as  recorded,  after 
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the  roll  call  has  been  verified  and  the  result  de- 
clared. Notwithstanding  a motion  to  reconsider,  a 
member,  supported  by  five  other  members,  shall  be 
entitled  to  a verification  of  a roll  call  on  the  bill  or 
resolution  last  considered  by  the  House  until  either 
the  next  bill  or  resolution  be  called  or  the  House 
proceed  to  the  next  order  of  business  whichever  oc- 
curs first.  Except  for  such  verification,  the  bill  or 
resolution  shall  be  deemed  finally  disposed  of  if  a 
motion  to  table  prevails. 

64.  After  the  vote  is  completely  recorded,  any 
member  who  is  recorded  as  present  on  the  roll  call 
for  attendance  but  who  has  not  voted,  may,  by 
unanimous  consent,  and  before  the  end  of  the  next 
legislative  day,  have  his  name  shown  in  the  Journal 
as  voting  on  the  question,  in  the  affirmative,  or  the 
negative,  or  present,  so  long  as  such  vote  does  not 
change  the  result  previously  announced. 

IX 

PRACTICE 

65.  Every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if 
the  Speaker  or  any  member  desires  it. 

66.  When  a motion  is  made,  it  shall  be  stated 
by  the  Speaker  or,  if  it  be  in  writing,  it  shall  be  read 
aloud  by  the  Clerk  before  debate  thereon. 

67.  After  a motion  is  stated  by  the  Speaker  or 
read  by  the  Clerk  it  may  be  withdrawn  only  by 
leave  of  the  House. 

68.  Any  member  may  call  for  a division  of  the 
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question,  when  divisible,  but  a motion  to  strike  out 
and  insert  shall  be  indivisible. 

69.  After  a question  is  under  consideration,  it 
may  be  withdrawn,  postponed  or  tabled  by  unani- 
mous consent  or  if  unanimous  consent  is  denied,  by 
a motion  adopted  by  a majority  of  the  members  vot- 
ing. 

70.  All  questions,  except  as  provided  in  Rule 
71,  whether  in  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  or  in 
the  House,  shall  be  disposed  of  in  the  order  in  which 
they  are  moved. 

71.  (a)  When  a question  is  under  debate  no 
motion  shall  be  received  but — 

To  fix  the  time  to  which  to  adjourn  or  recess. 

To  adjourn  or  recess. 

A call  of  the  House. 

To  lay  on  the  table. 

The  previous  question. 

To  commit. 

To  postpone  to  a day  certain. 

To  postpone  to  a day  indefinite. 

To  strike  the  enacting  clause. 

To  amend. 

These  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order 
in  which  they  are  named  herein. 
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(b)  A motion — 

To  postpone  to  a day  certain, 

To  commit,  or 

To  postpone  indefinitely, 

being  decided  shall  not  be  allowed  again  on  the 
same  day,  or  at  the  same  stage  of  the  bill  or  proposi- 
tion. 

(c)  A motion  to  strike  out  the  enacting  clause  of 
a bill  shall  have  precedence  of  a motion  to  amend, 
and  if  carried  is  equivalent  to  its  rejection. 

72.  When  a call  of  the  House,  or  a roll  call 
upon  any  bill,  resolution,  or  motion,  shall  disclose 
there  is  not  a quorum  present,  then  the  following 
shall  be  the  order  of  business — 

A motion:  To  produce  a quorum  by  compelling 

the  attendance  of  absent  members. 

To  fix  the  time  to  which  to  adjourn  or  recess. 

To  adjourn  or  recess. 

For  a call  of  the  House. 

73.  (a)  A member  who  voted  on  the  prevail- 
ing side  on  a recorded  vote  on  a bill  or  matter  still 
within  the  control  of  the  House  may  on  the  same 
day  move  to  reconsider  the  vote  or  may  give  written 
notice  that  he  will  make  such  a motion  not  later 
than  the  next  legislative  day.  The  motion  to  reconsi- 
der may  be  laid  on  the  table  without  affecting  the 
vote  to  which  it  referred.  When  the  motion  to  recon- 
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sider  or  the  notice  of  the  motion  is  made  within 
three  days  of  June  30th  of  a regular  session,  any 
member  may  move  that  the  vote  on  reconsideration 
be  taken  immediately.  A question  that  requires  the 
vote  of  a constitutional  majority  or  more  to  carry 
requires  the  vote  of  a constitutional  majority  to  re- 
consider. 

(b)  If  a motion  to  reconsider  is  made  in  compli- 
ance with  this  rule  and  thereafter  a motion  to  table 
said  motion  shall  prevail,  the  question  shall  not  be 
further  considered. 

74.  A motion  to  adjourn  shall  be  decided  with- 
out debate  and  is  not  subject  to  amendment. 

75.  A motion  to  lay  any  particular  proposition 
on  the  table  shall  apply  to  that  particular  proposi- 
tion only. 

76.  (a)  The  previous  question  shall  be  put  in 
this  form:  “Shall  the  main  question  be  now  put?” 
and  until  it  is  decided  shall  preclude  all  amend- 
ments or  debate.  When  it  is  decided  that  the  main 
question  shall  not  be  put,  the  main  question  shall  be 
considered  as  still  remaining  under  debate. 

(b)  The  effect  of  the  main  question’s  being  or- 
dered shall  be  to  put  an  end  to  all  debate,  and  bring 
the  House  to  a direct  vote,  first,  upon  all  amend- 
ments reported  or  pending  in  the  inverse  order  in 
which  they  are  offered.  After  the  motion  for  the 
previous  question  has  prevailed,  it  shall  not  be  in 
order  to  move  for  a call  of  the  House  unless  it  shall 
appear  by  yeas  and  nays,  as  taken  on  the  main 
question,  that  no  quorum  is  present;  or  to  move  to 
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adjourn  prior  to  a decision  of  the  main  question; 
provided,  if  a motion  to  postpone  is  pending  the 
only  effect  of  the  previous  question  shall  be  to  bring 
the  House  to  a vote  upon  such  motion. 

77 . Any  two  members  shall  have  the  liberty  to 
dissent  from  and  protest,  in  respectful  language, 
against  any  legislative  act  or  resolution  which  they 
think  injurious  to  the  public  or  any  individual,  and 
have  the  reasons  of  their  dissent  entered  upon  the 
Journal. 

78.  An  appeal  from  a decision  of  the  Speaker  or 
Chair  may  be  made  upon  the  request  of  six  mem- 
bers and  shall  prevail  if  supported  by  the  vote  of 
ninety-five  members  on  roll  call. 

79.  A member  may  move  that  a committee  be 
discharged  from  consideration  of  any  bill  or  resolu- 
tion theretofore  referred  to  it  by  giving  written  no-  5 
tice  thereof  during  the  order  on  “Resolutions”.  The 
motion  to  discharge  a committee  shall  be  carried  on 
the  calendar  on  the  next  legislative  day  and  shall  ' 
not  be  acted  upon  until  the  notice  is  on  the  calendar. 
The  motion  shall  prevail  if  supported  by  eighty- 
nine  votes  on  roll  call  and  such  bill  or  resolution 
shall  thereupon  be  placed  on  the  House  calendar. 

80.  (a)  The  hour  at  which  every  motion  to 
adjourn  is  made  shall  be  entered  on  the  Journal. 

(b)  Unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Speaker,  j 
nine  thirty  o’clock  in  the  morning  shall  be  the 
standing  hour  to  which  the  House  shall  adjourn. 
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X 

DECORUM 


81.  Except  with  the  consent  of  the  Speaker,  no 
person,  other  than  members  and  officers  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  the  elected  State  Officers,  the  Ad- 
ministrative Assistant  to  the  Governor,  former 
Speakers  of  the  House,  employees  of  the  Legislative 
Reference  Bureau  and  the  Legislative  Council  and 
administrative  assistants  and  other  personnel  of  the 
Speaker,  Majority  Leader,  Minority  Leader,  As- 
sistant Majority  Leaders,  Assistant  Minority  Lead- 
ers, Majority  Whips  and  Minority  Whips,  shall  be 
entitled  to  be  on  the  floor  of  the  House  while  it  is  in 
session.  The  floor  of  the  House  shall  include  the 
halls  surrounding  the  floor,  the  Speaker’s  Office, 
the  Clerk’s  Office,  the  Majority  Leaders’  Offices, 
the  Majority  Whips’  Offices,  the  Post  Office  and 
the  House  Telephone  Office.  Representatives  of  the 
Press,  while  the  House  is  in  session,  shall  have  ac- 
cess to  the  places  allotted  to  them  by  the  Speaker. 

82.  In  meetings  of  the  whole  House,  TV  hand 
cameras  may  be  operated  from  the  balconies  only. 
Other  TV  cameras  may  be  operated  from  the  rear 
balcony  only.  Cameras  and  radio  equipment  may 
also  be  operated  to  cover  the  operations  of  the 
House.  In  every  instance  before  there  can  be  any 
photographing  in  the  House,  by  television  or  other 
cameras,  or  any  radio  broadcast,  there  shall  be  one 
day’s  advance  notice  in  writing  to  the  Speaker’s  off- 
ice and  permission  of  the  Speaker  in  each  instance. 
At  all  times  when  radio  or  TV  broadcasting  or  pho- 
tographing of  the  House  is  permitted,  the  red  light 
in  the  rear  of  the  Speaker’s  rostrum  shall  be  turned 
on. 
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83.  No  person  shall  visit  or  remain  at  the 
Clerk’s  desk,  while  the  yeas  and  nays  are  being 
called,  and  in  the  performance  of  their  duties  all 
Clerks  of  the  House  shall  be  under  the  supervision 
and  control  of  the  Speaker. 

84.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the 
sessions  of  the  House  unless  he  have  leave  or  be 
sick,  or  his  absence  be  unavoidable.  A majority  of 
those  elected  to  the  House  shall  constitute  a quo- 
rum, but  a smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day 
to  day,  or  for  less  time  than  one  day. 

85.  While  the  Speaker  is  putting  a question  or 
addressing  the  House,  or  when  a member  is  speak- 
ing, no  person  shall  walk  out  of  or  across  the  room, 
or  pass  between  the  member  speaking  and  the  chair, 
or  otherwise  disturb  the  members  of  the  House. 

86.  Whenever  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in 
debate,  or  delivery  any  matter  to  the  House,  he 
shall  rise  and  respectfully  address  himself  to  “Mr. 
Speaker,”  and  confine  himself  to  the  question  under 
debate,  and  avoid  personality,  and  no  motion  shall 
be  considered  in  order  unless  made  from  the  seat 
occupied  by  the  member. 

87.  When  two  or  more  members  arise  at  once 
the  Speaker  shall  name  the  member  who  is  to  speak 
first. 

88.  A member  shall  not  name  another  member 
or  use  offensive  language  in  debate. 

89.  No  member  shall  speak  longer  than  ten 
minutes  at  one  time  nor  more  than  once  on  the  same 
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question,  except  by  leave  of  the  House;  but  the 
member  who  introduced  a measure  shall,  in  all  cas- 
es, have  the  right  to  close  the  debate,  with  an  addi- 
tional five  minutes.  This  right  shall  not  be  denied 
him  even  after  the  previous  question  has  been  or- 
dered, although  he  may  have  spoken  once  on  the 
same  subject.  Any  member  shall  have  two  minutes 
in  which  to  explain  his  vote  at  any  time  before  the 
vote  is  completely  recorded,  and  this  right  shall 
prevail  even  after  a motion  for  the  previous  question 
has  been  carried. 

90.  If  a question  be  lost  by  adjournment  of  the 
House,  and  revived  on  the  succeeding  day,  no  mem- 
ber who  has  spoken  on  the  preceding  day  shall  be 
permitted  to  speak  again  on  the  same  question  with- 
out leave. 

91.  If  any  member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise, 
transgresses  the  Rules  the  Speaker  shall,  or  any 
member  may,  call  him  to  order. 

XI 

ROBERT’S  RULES  OF  ORDER 

92.  The  rules  of  parliamentary  practice  comprised 
in  the  latest  edition  of  Robert’s  Rules  of  Order — 
Revised,  shall  govern  the  House  in  all  cases  in 
which  they  are  applicable  and  in  which  they  are  not 
inconsistent  with  the  standing  rules  and  orders  of 
the  House,  or  the  joint  rules  of  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives. 

.93.  (a)  Any  rule  other  than  Rules  7,  8,  78, 

the  portion  of  Rule  79  which  relates  to  discharging 
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a committee  from  consideration  of  a bill  or  resoli 
tion  and  this  Rule  93  (a),  may  be  suspended  upo 
motion  by  any  member  and  by  a vote  on  roll  call  o 
division  of  eighty-nine  members  or  two-thirds  of  th 
members  voting.  However,  the  provisions  of  Rul 
32,  38  and  Rule  41  (a)  may  be  suspended  only  or 
the  affirmative  votes  of  at  least  eighty-nine  mem 
bers.  A member  making  such  a motion  shall  identify 
the  particular  rule  or  rules  he  seeks  to  suspend. 

(b)  No  rule  shall  be  altered  or  amended  unless 
a notice  specifying  the  proposed  change  has  been 
printed  and  placed  on  the  desks  of  the  members  on 
the  legislative  day  previous  thereto  and  unless  upon 
the  vote  on  roll  call  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present,  but  any  amendment  or  alteration  having 
the  approval  of  the  Rules  Committee  may  be  adopt- 
ed on  roll  call  or  division  by  a majority  of  the  mem- 
bers  at  any  time  without  the  foregoing  notice.
